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Message from the National President 


Dear Friends: 

O every member of Tau state Delta 

Kappa Gamma expresses sincere ap- 
precaution for cordial hospitality during 
our twelfth national convention. 

Since an account of the convention ap- 
pears elsewhere in the Bulletin, I shall 
not comment upon the interesting re- 
ports of state presidents, the attractive 
figurines, the appropriate music, or the 


_ challenging addresses by Dr. Agnes Sam- 


uelson and Mrs. Ruth Bryan. Rohde. 

Instead, may I call attention to the 
superior service of the twenty-three na- 
tional committees that have worked in 
conjunction with state and chapter com- 
mittees? 

Five committees—the committees on 
educational leadership and the interna- 
tional crisis, equal opportunities, legis- 
lation, program, and retirement—that 
have the major responsibility for shap- 
ing our professional program have out- 
lined a five-year plan of study.. Chair- 
men of corresponding chapter commit- 
tees might profitably organize groups 
to meet several times during the year 
to familiarize themselves with proposals 
of national committees. At intervals the 
committees should be given an oppor- 
tunity to report to their chapter. 

As will be noted from Dr. Stroh’s re- 
port, the program committee has pre- 
sented two major topics for our con- 
sideration: (1) better selection of candi- 
dates for teacher education institutions, 
and (2) pioneer women in education. 

The one-minute talks at the presi- 
dents’ dinner in Minneapolis revealed 
that few states maintain a program of 
attracting and selecting able students 
for teacher education institutions. Here 
is a problem of vital concern to every 
teacher. As an organization we should 
seek to contribute to its solution. Per- 
tinent material may be found in the 
National Survey of the Education of 
Teachers, particularly Volumes III and 
VI, published by the United States Office 
of Education, and in the Twenty-third 
Yearbook of the National Society of 
College Teachers of Education, entitled 
The Education of Teachers, published 
by the University of Chicago Press. A 
valuable bibliography on recruitment for 
teacher training and prediction of teach- 
ing success is given in the Review of 
Educational Research, June, 1940. 

The collection of data on pioneer wom- 
en in education promises to be a sig- 
nificant project. Chapters may find it 
advisable to appoint a committee to as- 
semble the data while the chapter as a 
whole studies selective admission of can- 
didates for teaching. 

In addition to taking up the topics 
proposed by the program committee, 
chapters will undoubtedly wish to devote 
at least one meeting to a consideration 
of some of the references in the exten-

sive annotated bibliography compiled by 
Mrs. Eloise P. Bingham, chairman of 
the committee on equal opportunities. 
The references cover such topics as dis- 
criminations in salaries, tenure, legis- 
lation, employment and opportunity for 
advancement, educational opportunity 
open to women, particularly opportunity 
for advanced study, and efforts to com- 
bat discriminations based upon sex. 
“Take down the barriers from woman’s 
path and she will find her own sphere.” 

Since we seek to maintain in our pro- 
grams a proper balance between study 
and recreation, we should set aside am- 
ple time for group singing. Members 
will enjoy learning the contest songs 
presented at Minneapolis. Words and 
music for the songs may be purchased 
at a nominal price from the chairman 
of the national music committee, Miss 
Mayme Irons, 1165 West Main Street, 
Decatur, Illinois. So excellent was the 


response to the contest, that another 
competition has been arranged for this 
year. Rules are announced elsewhere in 
this issue of the Bulletin. The best en- 
tries submitted in the two contests will 
be published in the summer of 1942, 
Although the development of our pro- 
fessional program deserves primary em- 
phasis, we can not be entirely oblivious 
to details of organization and expansion. 
In order that our growth may continue 
at a suitable rate, we have adopted the 
slogan proposed by Dr. Blanton for the 
coming year: “An organization in every 
state, and at least a twenty-five per cent 
progress towards the quota of members 
in every chapter and in every state.” 
Nationally we have high hopes of at- 
taining our goal. In May Dr. Blanton 
added Oregon, Washington, and Dela- 
ware, and in June Dr. Southall added 
Massachusetts. Pledges have been se- 
cured in the remaining five states. Dr. 
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Southall will complete the organization 
of West Virginia, and Dr. Blanton, the 
organization of Nevada, Maine, Rhode 
Island, and New Hampshire. 

Now that Delta Kappa Gamma in- 
cludes forty-four states, the desirability 
of regional meetings for states becomes 
apparent. Probably Montana will have 
the distinction of entertaining the first 
regional meeting. Dr. Nutterville has 
invited members from near-by states to 
join the Montana group at Helena on 
October 11. 

In order that we may have as many 
opportunities as possible for greeting 
members from all parts of the United 
States, Delta Kappa Gamma will con- 
tinue to sponsor social affairs when na- 
tional professional organizations con- 
vene. During the meeting of the Ameri- 
ean Association of School Administra- 
tors, we shall have a formal dinner at 
six o’clock on Sunday, February 22, at 
the Palace Hotel in San Francisco. Mem- 
bers may invite men as well as women 
as guests. Won’t you take advantage of 
this occasion to acquaint your adminis- 
trators with our society? Information 
concerning reservations will be announced 
later. 

Soon you will be mapping out a va- 
cation trip for 1942. Arrange your sched- 
ule so that you may attend the thir- 
teenth national convention of Delta Kap- 
pa Gamma at the Hotel Jefferson, St. 
Louis, Missouri, on August 24, 25, and 
26. The central location of St. Louis, 
the outstanding facilities of the Hotel 
Jefferson, and. the royal welcome await- 
ing us from Missouri members should 
insure a_ record-breaking attendance. 
While other cities may be typical of the 
East, the West, the North, the South, 
St. Louis is typically American. Here 
all sections meet and blend. Queen of 
the Mississippi Valley, St. Louis offers 
the visitor many treasures within its 
borders. The Missouri Botanical Garden, 
the Art Museum, and the Municipal 
Opera are a few of the myriad attrac- 
tions. We are truly fortunate in our 
choice of a convention city. 

In spite of the fact that we are, at 
the moment, oppressed by thoughts of 
war, we must have courage and vision 
to anticipate the period of reconstruc- 
tion inevitable after conflict. As teach- 
ers, especially concerned with matters 
relating to educational reconstruction, 
we can find thought-provoking material 
in a manifesto prepared by nineteen 
educators, nine representing other coun- 
tries. Under the chairmanship of Wil- 
liam H. Kilpatrick the group met be- 
fore and during the international con- 
ference of the New Education Fellow- 
ship at Ann Arbor. The group did not 
attempt to “offer blue prints,” for “edu- 
cation is creative and is the expression 
of personalities, not the product of for- 
mulas and prescriptions.” However, it 
did make certain suggestions such as 
“Break down the walls that stand be- 
tween school and community. Schools 


should be one of the main sources of 
power for the community. . .” “Make 
the schools institutions where the ideal 
of equality becomes a reality. . .” “Pro- 
tect teachers everywhere in their efforts 
to do better work. Encourage the best 
amongst youth to enter the profession. 
In times of crisis increase and not de- 
crease educational funds, especially in 
the poorer areas. . .”

In the days that lie ahead, all friends 
of education should endeavor to create 
public sentiment for maintaining ade- 
quate educational opportunities. “Our 
first contribution to defense,” to quote 
Frederick H. Bair, Superintendent of 
Schools, Bronxville, New York, “is to 
believe in ourselves and what we are 
doing. We are always climbing down— 
in times of peace to the business man, 
and in times of war to the soldier. But 
ours, in war or peace, is the great job.” 
Today, as never before, the human race 
needs to be freed from the bondage of 
ignorance. May the fifteen thousand 
members of Delta Kappa Gamma help 
prove the truth of Lyman Bryson’s 
words: “The teacher is the friend who 
makes men free.”

REPORT OF THE NATIONAL 
PRESIDENT, 1940-1941 


URING 1940-1941 the members of 

Delta Kappa Gamma by their loyal 
co-operation have made possible a year 
of satisfactory progress in the realiza- 
tion of our basic objectives. 

Growth in Membership. The number 
of members and pledges has increased 
from 12,660 to 15,274; the number of 
chapters, from 409 to 465; and the num- 
ber of state organizations, from 38 to 44. 

Dr. Blanton organized North Dakota, 
South Dakota, Oregon, Washington, and 
Delaware and Dr. Southall organized 
Massachusetts. 

Dr. Blanton expects to complete the 
organization of Nevada, Maine, Rhode 
Island, and New Hampshire in 1941-1942, 
and Dr. Southall, the organization of 
West Virginia. 

Increased Emphasis on our Profession- 
al Program. Since Delta Kappa Gam- 
ma is interested primarily in the im- 
provement of education and the further- 
ance of the interests of women in edu- 
cation, it is fitting for us to give added 
emphasis, each year, to our profession- 
al program. With this end in view, we 
have endeavored to enlist the services 
of our committees. Four national com- 
mittees—program, equal opportunities, 
retirement, and legislation—have had 
the major responsibility for shaping our 


professional program. All of these com- 
mittees have rendered valuable assist- 
ance. In order that their work may con- 
tinue without serious interruption when 
new national officers are chosen, they 
have been asked to plan five year pro- 
grams. They will present their outlines 
at this convention, and they will con- 
duct discussion groups. 

The Committée on Educational Lead- 
ership and the International Crisis, ap- 
pointed in the spring of 1941, will also 
have an important part in the develop- 


ment of our professional program dur- 


ing the coming months. 


The interesting yearbooks and con-' 


vention programs give evidence of con- 
structive effort in the direction of our 
national program. 

National Meetings. Delta Kappa Gam- 
ma has continued its policy of sponsor- 
ing meetings when national profession- 
al organizations convene. Members en- 
joyed a dinner at Atlantic City, in Febru- 
ary, during the meeting of the American 
Association of School Administrators; 
a dinner at Boston, in June, during the 
meeting of the National Education As- 
sociation; and a breakfast at Oakland, 
in July, during the convention of the 
Association for Childhood Education. 

The President’s Attendance at Delta 
Kappa Gamma Meetings. Your presi- 
dent attended the dinner in Atlantic City 
in February; state meetings or state 
conventions in Indiana, Missouri, Ala- 
bama, Arkansas, Texas, Iowa, and Michi- 
gan; chapter meetings of Gamma of 
Illinois, Delta of Indiana, and Xi of 
Ohio; a breakfast at Springfield for 
members of the faculties of the five 
state teachers colleges in Illinois; a 
luncheon in Springfield for members of 
the Illinois Education Association; and 
a breakfast in Charleston for members 
of the Illinois Association of Supervisors 
and Directors of Instruction. 

Some New Projects. Eleven new proj- 
ects were undertaken in 1940-1941. Ob- 
viously, credit for initiating and fur- 
thering them belongs, not to your na- 
tional president, but to many members. 
Most of the projects were suggested at 
the national convention in Washington, 
D. C., in 1940. 

1. Minutes of our National Conven- 
tions. Dr. Blanton has assembled min- 
utes of our eleven national conventions. 
Three copies of the minutes for the first 
ten conventions have been bound. Here- 
after, copies of the minutes will be bound 
every five years. 

2. Selection of Time and Place of 
the National Convention of 1942. A 
committee, with Dr. Jessie Newby of 
Edmond, Oklahoma, as chairman, has 
secured pertinent data from all states 
and chapters in order that the national 
executive board may take into account 
the wishes of our members as to the 
time and place of the national conven- 
tion of 1942, 

3. Exhibit at. the National Conven- 
tion of Delta Kappa Gamma of Articles 
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That States or Chapters Wish to Sell 


for the Benefit of the Scholarship Fund. . 


States and chapters have been given the 
privilege of displaying at Minneapolis, 
Delta Kappa Gamma articles that they 
have originated, and wish to sell for 
the benefit of the scholarship fund. 

No states or chapters may display an 
article without the approval of their 
own state president. 

Twenty per cent of the profits must 
go to the national scholarship fund, and 
eighty per cent, to the state scholarship 
fund. 

4. A Founders’ Key or Pin. A com- 
mittee, under the chairmanship of Dean 
Agnes Ellen Harris of the University 
of Alabama, has selected a design for a 
Founders’ Key or Pin. The design will 
be presented for the consideration of 
the national executive board. 

5. Plans for a Five-Year Program of 
Work. The following committees have 
been asked to outline five-year programs: 
(1) program; (2) equal opportunities; 
(8) retirement; (4) legislation; (5) edu- 
cational leadership and the international 
crisis. - 

6. Appointment of a Committee on 
Educational Leadership and the Inter- 
national Crisis. In order to coprdinate 
our efforts for intelligent participation 
in meeting problems growing.out of the 
current situation a new committee has 
been created, and Mrs. Nina M. Goltry 
of Indianola, Iowa, has been appointed 
chairman. 

7. Delta Kappa Gamma Fund for the 
Stimulation of Educational Research. 
Beginning with October 1, 1940, one- 
half of all royalties on the purchase of 
Delta Kappa Gamma insignia, equip- 
ment, or other paraphernalia, has been 
placed in the Delta Kappa Gamma Fund 
for the Stimulation of Educational Re- 
search and other Educational Writings. 
The committee for the administration 
of the fund will be selected by the ex- 
ecutive board at Minneapolis. 

8. An Essay Contest. In accordance 
with the recommendation of the national 
program committee our society has 
sponsored an essay contest on the sub- 
ject, How Can Our Organization Help 
to Safeguard tthe Employment Status 
of Women? The winners in this contest 
will be announced at this convention. 

9. Committee on Music. A national 
committee on music, under the leadership 
of Miss Mayme E. Irons of Decatur, 
Illinois, has set up a two-point program: 
(1) to stimulate better singing of ex- 
isting Delta Kappa Gamma songs; (2) 
to encourage production of more Delta 
Kappa Gamma songs. Marked progress 
has been made in the realization of both 


‘objectives. Many of the songs that have 


been submitted for the 1940-1941 con- 
test are suitable for inclusion in a new 
song book. Winners of prizes in this 


contest will be announced at this con-: 


vention. 
10. Collecting Material on Pioneer 
Women in Education. Dr. M. Margaret 


Stroh of Washington, D. C., chairman 
of the national program committee, has 
sent each chapter specific instructions 
for collecting material on pioneer wom- 
en in education. The project of carrying 
on research to ascertain what women 
have contributed to the development of 
education, promises to be one of our most 
worth-while undertakings. 

11. Preliminary Work for Two Future 
Research Studies. Dr. Stroh has inves- 


tigated possibilities for two future re-. 


search projects. One study pertains to 
protecting the employment status of 
women, and the other, to selecting can- 
didates for teacher-education institu- 
tions. It is hoped that the first study 
may be made in co-operation with the 
Research Division of the National Edu- 
cation Association, and the second, with 
the National Commission on Teacher 
Education of the American Council on 
Education. 


Recommendations. Three recommen- 


dations are offered for your considera- 
tion. 

1. Detailed plans should be formu- 
lated for the future expansion of Delta 
Kappa Gamma. Our slogan for 1941- 
1942 might well be the one proposed by 
Dr. Blanton: “An organization in every 
state, and at least a twenty-five per cent 
progress towards the quota of members 
in every chapter and in every state.” 

We are not yet well enough organized 
in the United States to warrant our at- 
tempting immediately to carry Delta 
Kappa Gamma into other countries. 
However, it is not too early to give 
thought to the problems and the pro- 
cedures that would be involved in in- 
ternational organization, and to appoint 
a committee to study the situation. 

2. Delta Kappa Gamma should give 
increasing’ emphasis to its professional 
program. Although we should not neg- 
lect the social side of our organization, 
we should devote the major share of 
our time and money to the advancement 
of education and the interests of women 
in education. We should co-operate with 
professional education organizations, and 
we should work for just representation 
of women in these organizations. 


8. In order that many of our mem- 
bers may have an opportunity to meet 
members from other states and to be- 
come acquainted with national officers, 
Delta Kappa Gamma should consider 
the feasibility of holding regional meet- 
ings for states. Probably regional meet- 
ings for,states would prove as success- 
ful as regional meetings for chapters. 

Expression ,of Appreciation. To our 
members, I wish to express my appre- 
ciation of their never failing loyalty and 
co-operation. To the national executive 
board, to chairmen and members of com- 
mittees, and to national and state found- 
ers I am grateful for faithful service. 
To Dr. Blanton, Mrs. Bristow, and Dr. 
Southall, who have given invaluable en- 
couragement and assistance, I am under 


special obligation and I wish to express 
to them my sincere appreciation and 
gratitude.

THE DELTA KAPPA GAMMA 
SCHOLARSHIPS FOR 1942 


N FUTURE, a brief summary about 

all Delta Kappa Gamma Scholarships 
for the current year will be carried in 
the first three issues of the Bulletin, this 
information appearing immediately after 
the Message from the National Presi- 
dent. 

Inquiries from chapters are sometimes 
made as to whether their scholarship 
funds may be used for various purposes, 


‘such as charity, loans to young students, 


aid in war work, etc. The Constitution is 
very specific on this subject, and not 
even the National President or the Ex- 
ecutive Board, may make a ruling con- 
trary to the provisions of the Constitu- 
tion. (See Article XI.) 

(1) A chapter may give its scholar- 
ship fund to the scholarship fund of 
either the National or the State organ- 
ization. 

(2) No scholarship fund may be used 
as a loan-fund. 

(3) A chapter may place its scholar- 
ship fund at interest, add the interest to 
the principal, and gradually amass a 
foundation for either a $1,500 foundation 
or a $6,000 foundation for a scholarship. 

(4) All Delta Kappa Gamma scholar- 
ships are gifts, not loans, 

There has been completed a founda- 
tion for one National scholarship, called 
the Annie Webb Blanton National Delta 
Kappa Gamma .Award. Any member of 
Delta Kappa Gamma who can use this 
scholarship for post-graduate work be- 
yond the master’s degree, is eligible to 
receive this award. The award is regu- 
larly $1,000. The recipient may use this 
for a year’s study in any university ap- 
proved by the National Scholarship Com- 
mittee. Requests for blank forms and 
information sheets should be sent to the 
Executive Secretary, Annie Webb Blan- 
ton, 1909 Cliff St., Austin, Texas. Ap- 
plications, properly filled out, with pic- 
ture of the applicant, and all informa- 
tion required, should be in the hands of 
the National President, Dr. Emma Rein- 
hardt, 859 Eleventh St., Charleston, Illi- 
nois, before the first of March, 1942. 


The recipient of the National Scholar- 


‘ship in 1940-41 was Miss Lillian Minor 


of Norfolk, Virginia; the honoree for 
the present year is Mrs. Charlotte El- 
mott of Santa Barbara, California. A 
statement from Mrs, Elmott and her 
photograph, appear in this issue of the 
Bulletin. 


Texas and Louisiana are the only 
states that have completed state schol- 
arships, though several other states have 
almost amassed a foundation for their 
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first scholarship. Texas has three Delta 
Kappa Gamma scholarships in the Uni- 
versity of Texas; namely, the Annie 
Webb Blanton, the Eula Lee Carter, and 
the Mamie S. Bastian Texas Delta Kap- 
pa Gamma Scholarships, each with a 
foundation of $6,000, and a total founda- 
tion of $18,000.-These are long-session 
scholarships, and each gives the recipient 
$30 per month for eight months. 

Preference is given to graduate stu- 
dents and to those having high records 
in college. Applications for blanks and 
other information, should be sent to the 
Texas State President, Mrs. Sadie Ray 
Powell, 542 Chicago Blvd., San Antonio, 
Texas. All applications, properly filled 
out, with the information required, and 
the picture of the applicant should be 
in the hands of the president before April 
15, 1942. Only Texas members of Delta 
Kappa Gamma are eligible to receive 
these scholarships. 

Texas has, as yet, no provision for 
summer school scholarships; but in cases 
where the income of the three funds is 
sufficient to provide for summer session 
scholarships, in addition to the long ses- 
sion scholarships, the committee will 
award one or more summer school schol- 
arships. Those desiring to have such 
scholarships, if they should be available, 
should file applications and all required 
information with the State President be- 
fore April 15, 1942. 

In case there should be no qualified ap- 
plicants for the long-session scholarships 
by April 15, 1942, the Scholarship Com- 
mittee will request permission of the 
1942 Texas State convention, to use the 
income of these three long-session schol- 
arships for summer-session scholarships 
for the summer of 1942. Those desiring 
either long session or summer school 
session scholarships should complete 
their applications, and have all informa- 
tion in the hands of the State President 
before April 15, 1942. 

The Gamma Chapter of Houston, 
Texas, has a summer-school scholarship 
in the University of Houston, open to 
members of that chapter; it is called 
the Mamie Sue Bastian. Scholarship, and 
pays to the recipient $60 for the sum- 
mer session. Application for blanks 
should be made to the chapter president, 
Mrs. J. R. Moechel, 1642 Scharpe St., 
Houston, Texas. All materials relating 
to the application should reach the Pres- 
ident before May 31, 1942. 

There has been completed a $1500 
foundation for Louisiana’s first summer 
session scholarship. This fund has been 
entrusted to Tulane University and 
named the May A. Allen Delta Kappa 
Gamma Scholarship. It will be avail- 
able for the summer session of 1942. Re- 
quests for blanks and other information 
should be sent to the Louisiana State 
President, Mrs. Lilian G. McCook, 416 
Jefferson St., Natchitoches, Louisiana. 
All applications, properly filled out with 
the information required, and. the pic- 
ture of the applicant should be in the 


hands of the President before May 1, 
1942. Only. a Louisiana member of Del- 
ta Kappa Gamma is eligible to receive 
this scholarship and it must be used at 
Tulane University. 

Chapter presidents are requested to 
call the attention of their members at 
once to the above information, which will 
also appear in the issues for January 
and March. Applicants who fail to send 
in blanks and the required information 
by the date set have only themselves 
to blame when they are not considered 
for these scholarship awards. 

The Bulletin, if given the information, 
will be glad to carry the announcement 
of other Delta Kappa Gamma scholar- 
ships to be awarded in 1942.

The main addresses of the convention 
were “Better Teachers for Tomorrow’s 
Citizens,” by Dr. Agnes Samuelson, 
former State Superintendent of Iowa 
Schools, and Executive Secretary of the 
Iowa State Teachers Association; “Pio- 
neer Women in American Education,” 
by Dr. Mildred Dawson, State President 
of the Tennessee organization; and “This 
Democracy of Ours,” by the Honorable 
Ruth Bryan Rohde, former Member of 
Congress, and United States Minister 
to Denmark. These speeches were re- 
ceived with the rapt attention accorded 
to the eloquent and won many expres- 
sions of appreciation from the assembly. 
Dr. Samuelson’s address appears in this 
issue of the Bulletin, and we hope to 
secure Dr. Dawson’s for the next issue. 
The Editor regrets that, as Mrs. Rohde 
was almost immediately called to Wash- 
ington to take part in work for National 
Defense, a copy of her address could not 
be secured for publication. 

At the Presidents’ Dinner Delta Kappa 
Gammas were glad to welcome our own 
member, Mrs. Myrtle Hooper Dahl, 
newly-elected president of the National 
Education Association. Mrs. Dahl has 
been invited to address our fifteen thou- 
sand members through the Bulletin. 

An extremely gratifying incident to 
all members of Delta Kappa Gamma 
was the presentation, at the Birthday 
Luncheon, of the annual National 
Achievement Award to Dr. Maycie 
Southall, our past National President. 
Dr. Southall was probably the only per- 
son present who did not know to whose 
name Miss Eula Lee Carter was leading 
up in the climax of the clever and beau- 
tiful presentation speech appearing else- 
where in the Bulletin. 

A large part of the business of the 
convention has been given in the Bulletin 
in connection with the reports of of- 


ficers and of committees. The following 
are added: 


The executive board adopted Septem-: 


ber 30 as the annual date when treasur- 
ers’ books should be closed for the year, 
with the usual audits to follow. 

It rescinded its former resolution to 
publish a Directory biennially, with the 
decision not to publish a Directory in 
1941-42. The reason for this action was 
insufficiency of funds to finance both a 
Directory and work of the Program Com- 
mittee this year. 

The Board ruled that members need 
not wear the Delta Kappa Gamma key 
with formal dress. 

Various articles of paraphernalia, al- 
ready in use were formally adopted by 
the Board as official articles. These in- 
cluded the brass bowl at $6.75; the brass 
vase at $8.75; the brass tray at $5.00; 
the red-bound Bible at $3.50; and the 
red satin Book Cover for the Ritual at 
$3.00; all furnished by the L. G. Balfour 
Company, Attleboro, Massachusetts. 

A motion was adopted that the present 
Committee on National Headquarters be 
continued indefinitely until such time as 
the Headquarters Building should be- 
come a reality. 

An appropriation of $700 was made to 
aid the Program Committee in the fur- 
therance of its work. 

The President was authorized to ap- 
point six members of the Committee on 
the Educators’ Award. 

The time and place selected for the 
National Convention of 1942 was the 
first part of the fourth week of August, 
1942, at St. Louis, Missouri.

BETTER TEACHERS FOR TO- 
MORROW’S CITIZENS 


Address by Dr. Agnes Samuelson 
at the Presidents’ Dinner 


Backgrounds 
DUCATION occupies a unique place 
in our American life. It is distin- 
guished by obligations of its own which 
make it stand apart from other services. 
On the one hand, it guards the heritage 
of the ages. On the other hand, it aug- 
ments that heritage with new achieve- 


ments in human history. It is the way 


by which we pay our debt to the past 
and our obligation to the future. 

Its intrinsic aspects impose a fiduciary 
trust upon our institutions of learning 
to preserve the culture of the centuries 


and to transmit it with increments to 
each succeeding generation. 


Its extrinsic features commit our ed- 
ucational institutions to the task of en- 
riching that heritage and of inspiring 
youth to write new chapters in the story 
of human progress. All other public 
services rely upon education for the 
technical science and instruction upon 
which their work depends. Education 
nourishes and sustains other services and 
thus brings about constant improve- 
ment.! 

If education is to fulfill its mission, 
the teachers of tomorrow’s citizens will 
need to have backgrounds—as they do 
today, only more so. They should know

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the history of mankind and the long 
path over which humanity has come. 
They should have vicarious acquaintance- 
ship with the immortal classics which 
reveal all that mankind has achieved 
or hoped to achieve. They should also 
be familiar with the great accomplish- 
ments in the realm of invention, dis- 
covery, the arts, and the sciences. They 
should be well informed about the found- 
ing of the great social institutions of the 
family, church, school, and state; the 
building of cities, nations, and empires; 
and the development of agriculture and 
industry. They should understand the 
struggles of freedom against tyranny 
and the efforts to liberate the human 
mind and civilize the human heart. They 
should appreciate man’s constant search 
for truth, beauty, religion, and social ad- 
vancement. The volumes dealing with 
the story of human progress should 
mean more to them than books on the 
library shelves. Teachers should know 
what is in their hands and whence it 
came.2 

The teachers of tomorrow’s citizens 
should have backgrounds. In a nutshell, 
they should know the human story. 

Scope 

Education is no more bounded by the 
walls of the classroom than the home is 
bounded by four square walls. It is not 
something that begins automatically on 
the 5th birthday and ends abruptly with 
the 21st birthday. It is a process con- 
tinuous with life itself. It goes from the 
crib to the armchair. Can we not say that 
the schoolhouse is a service station on 
the highway of life for the procession 
of humanity—old and young—along the 
way? 

New educational services should be de- 
veloped for young children, youth in and 
out of school, and adults. Nursery 
schools and kindergartens are available 
to only a small number of children. Oc- 
cupational adjustment and guidance for 
young people are real and not imaginary 
needs. Forums and instruction for adults 
are not luxuries. The same is true with 
reference to libraries, health, welfare, 
and recreational facilities. To expand 
the areas served by the schools in these 
directions and cooperate with other 
agencies in serving human needs is to 
fortify our internal ramparts and to 
speed equalization of educational op- 
portunity.3 

The educational program cannot serve 
the needs of today or prepare for tomor- 
row if it is allowed to become isolated 
from community life, insulated against 
change, narrow in scope, antiquated in 
structure, mediocre in character, or 
anemic in effectiveness.

dimensions. They will be concerned with. 


effective education for every individual 
from early childhood through adult life. 


Economic Well-Being 

Equality of opportunity for all, re- 
gardless of social, economic, geographi- 
cal, physical conditions is our watch- 
word. Under this banner our school sys- 
tem has been established and developed. 

We dare not become complacent or 
satisfied with what has been accom- 
plished, remarkable as the developments 
are. There is another side to the story. 
Many conditions today determine the 
amount and kind of educational oppor- 
tunity which millions of our American 
children receive. Comparable educational 
advantages are not open to all the chil- 
dren of all the people. Social, financial, 
and geographic situations prevent many 
children from completing high school 
or even from attending school at all. 
At least one-third of those who leave 
school at an early age do so primarily 
because of financial limitations. 

Financial limitations have forced many 
schools and colleges to restrict their 
services. This reduction comes at the 
very time when the responsibilities fac- 
ing our schools and the demands for 
new services are rapidly increasing, 
when more and not less education is 
needed and when business and industrial 
concerns have sharply raised the amounts 
of schooling or occupational training re- 
quired of new employees. 

These facts and others which might 
be cited indicate that more attention 
should be paid now and in the future to 
the relation of education to our economic 
well-being. Nations grow rich or remain 
poor as they develop their human re- 
sources. 

If every child were provided with a 
minimum of 10 years of compulsory 
schooling, and if that schooling were 
made effectively free so that every youth 
could secure as much education as his 
talents permit, and if the effective ed- 
ucational means of preparing more 
youth for productive jobs were devel- 
oped, there is reason to believe that the 
returns would come in terms of an in- 
creased national income. In fact, esti- 
mates have been made as to the probable 
cost of such needed extensions of the 
educational system and of the economic 
returns which they would yield.‘ 

3. The teachers of tomorrow’s citi- 
zens should have broad social under- 
standing of economic problems. 


Purposes 

Education is one of the major avenues 
by which the philosophy of a society is 
given effect. 

In our American way of life education 
and our democracy have developed to- 
gether. Our schools and colleges reflect 
our American ideals and principles and

are an index of our democracy. They 
serve to interpret, defend, protect, im- 
plement, enrich, improve, and extend our 
democracy. 

The purposes of American education 
have been described by the Educational 
Policies Commission as fourfold: Educa- 
tion for self-realization, human relation- 
ships, economic efficiency, and civic re- 
sponsiblity. 

In other words, we strive to produce 
the educated person, the educated mem- 
ber of a family and community group, 
an educational producer or consumer, 
and an educated citizen. 

While many factors condition the at- 
tainment of these objectives and many 
obstacles block educational progress, 
these purposes do serve as goals or sign 
boards. They point the direction in which 
we are traveling. The development of 
strong professional and lay leadership 
is a task to which we should address our- 
selves to the end that these purposes 
may be promoted through realistic pro- 
grams of action.5 

4. The teachers of tomorrow’s citi- 
zens should see that the purposes of 
American education penetrate more fully 
into practice. 

Expertness 

The integrity of education must be 
upheld if our institutions of learning are 
to discharge their obligations and. play 
their indispensable role in making 
America strong. This challenge calls 
supon the public to exercise vigilance in 
providing and protecting school funds, 
meeting unwarranted attacks upon edu- 
eation, removing political influences and 
partisan controls, correcting uneconomi- 
cal units of administration, guaranteeing 
the fiscal independence of school boards, 
extending educational opportunity to all 
our people, and demanding the constant 
enrichment of the educational program 
in terms of new needs and services. 


This challenge calls upon the school 
people for vigilance in gaining a clearer 
perspective of the place of education in 
our American life and of the implica- 
tions of the present scene for schools 
and colleges, in becoming well versed 
in the language and technical science 
of the profession, in discovering better 
procedures and methods, in seeking the 
constant appraisal and improvement of 
outcomes, in developing the leadership 
within and without the profession which 
will be willing to take time to learn 
about the schocls and have the will to 
improve them, and in emphasizing 
spiritual values. 

This is no small order. It means the 
telescope on one eye and the microscope 
on the other. It involves teacher educa- 
tion comparable to legal or medical train- 
ing. We dare not be amateurs with the 
gains of history in jeopardy, human val- 
ues hanging in the balance, the lamps of

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learning extinguished in large areas, 
and the progress of humanity interrupt- 
ed. We dare not fiddle while democracy 
is on fire. 


We must not make a mediocre con- 
tribution to total defense. We must heed 
the nation’s call for, trained citizens. We 
must respond to that call with the skill, 
competency, and excellence of perform- 
ance which befits a noble profession. We 
must be more creative and inventive in 
improving our services. To develop the 
responsible citizenship upon which de- 
mocracy depends is an imperative. To 
.make our schools more democratic is 
essential to developing democratic 
living.6 

5. The teachers of tomorrow’s citi- 
zens should be distinguished by the skill 
and expertness of their services. 


Leadership 


The conquest of truth is the theme 
for the drama of humanity. Each suc- 
ceeding generation inscribes new and 
indelible chapters upon the records of 
history. The story is never finished. It 
is always “continued in the next” despite 
the efforts of wrong leadership to erase 


the gains or write “finis” to the story. - 


. The contemporary carnage is an example 
of Herculean efforts to crush the truth 
and drag it by the hair in the dust and 
to substitute tyranny for freedom. 

Education has always responded to 
the call for leadership in the search for 
truth and the application of it to the art 
of living. It has never ceased its efforts 
to liberate learning and to make it avail- 
able to all. Such names as Socrates, 
Hippocrates, Alcuin, Luther, Comenius, 
Pestalozzi, Rousseau, Froebel, Spencer, 
Jefferson, Mann, Mary Lyon, Barnard, 
Emma Hart Willard, Booker T. Wash- 
ington are only a sampling of those 
whose leadership stands out like beacon 
lights to inspire us to greater explora- 
tions in the pursuit of truth and light. 

The new threats to democracy chal- 
lenge us to give as careful attention to 
the moral quality of our educational 
program as dictatorial regimes give to 
theirs—and more so. We should fashion 
an educational system designed to pre- 
pare youth to guard, to live in, and to 
develop a free society. More than that— 
it should give the rising generation the 
loyalties, knowledge, and discipline of 
free men. 

This task calls for the development of 
citizens who understand the purposes 
back of the loyalties, who will keep the 
channels of truth and inquiry open, and 
who will seek the discipline necessary 
to put the loyalties and the knowledge 
to efficient use. It is the discipline of 
free men and not the bondage of slaves 
which we must achieve. 

To meet these imperatives, effective 
leadership is necessary both within and

without the profession. On the one hand 


- greater professional unitedness should 


be secured through. strengthening our 
professional organizations. On the other 
hand, we should create greater popular 
interest and concern for our schools 
and colleges to the end that they may 
continue to service our free government 
and develop the responsiblé . citizenship 
upon which dynamic democracy depends. 


6. The teachers of tomorrow should 
develop leadership of the highest order 
both within and without the profession. 
This leadership should be directed to- 
ward the interpretation, implementation, 
and improvement of our American de- 
mocracy through the development of an 
educational program which accents the 
loyalties, knowledge, and discipline of 
free men. 


Today and Tomorrow 


This is not a blue print for tomorrow. 
We are not forecasting the future 
through a crystal ball. We do not offer 
these points as complete or final, but as 
important. We do not relegate these 
obligations to our successors without 
reference to ourselves and the present. 


The teachers of today and of tomorrow 
should have wide backgrounds, look upon 
education as a life process involving all 
ages and all the population, develop 
greater awareness of the relation of 
education to the economic well-being of 
our people, give greater effect to the 


_ purposes of American education, and de- 


velop greater leadership in interpreting 
and implementing the ways of democ- 
racy and developing in terms of all 
people and all age levels, be better in- 
formed as to the relation between edu- 
cation and the economic well-being of 
our people, give practical effect to the 
purposes of American education, and 
develop leadership in promoting the kind 
of educational program which guaran- 
tees our democratic way of life. 


The ideals of Delta Kappa Gamma 
warrant nothing short of all-out leader- 
ship along these fronts today as well as 
tomorrow. Here we are in convention 
at a time when the human values we 
teach in our schools and try to exemplify 
in our lives are under blackout in many 
areas of the globe. May this convention 
strengthen our faith in each other and 
the cause we serve, increase our loyal- 
ties, broaden our skyline, stiffen our 
moral fiber, and unify our efforts. May 
it give us the confidence and the courage 
to assume the leadership and make po- 
tent that potential strength which 
caused us to unite in this great fellow- 
ship of women teachers. 

May we join with our co-workers, 
neighbors, and fellow citizens in an all- 
out effort to the end that the finger of 
truth may continue to point the way of 
humanity upward, that there may be 
no compromise with tyranny, that free- 


-dom -may inherit the earth, and that a 


better tomorrow may be written than 
the records of today., 
Are we equal to it?

HISTORIAN: 


The Delta Kappa Gamma Society was 
founded as a national fraternity for 
women in education in May 1929 at the 
Faculty Women’s Club in Austin, Texas.

triangle of three lighted candles and 
took the oath of loyalty. 

Today we light twelve candles sym- 
bolic of those years and salute the states 
that have joined with Alpha in making 
Delta Kappa Gamma a national organi- 
zation embracing forty-four states and 
a membership of over fifteen thousand 
women teachers. 

Annie Webb Blanton, revered founder, 
distinguished teacher and friend, not 
only does this ceremony bear witness 
to the growth of Delta Kappa Gamma 
but it is also a tribute to the woman who 


inspired it. Dr. Blanton, when you were 


just a little girl of five or six or, per- 
haps ten or twelve, there was always 
an extra candle for your cake. You said 
it was “one to grow on.” And so today 
there are not only twelve candles rep- 
resenting the years of Delta Kappa Gam- 
ma but there is another candle. It is 
your candle. It represents you, the first 
light of Delta Kappa Gamma, the found- 
er and inspirer of our “organization” 
and “work-of-each-for-all.” 

As it is lighted, will you rise in ac- 
ceptance of this tribute of our love and 
gratitude. 

(As Dr. Blanton rises, music “Of- 
ficial Song.” The audience rises in 
respect to Dr. Blanton. The conven- 
tion sings the first stanza. At the 
conclusion of the Official Song the 
guests are seated. Soft music con- 
tinues. The twelve escorts bearing 
lighted candles in candle-sticks en- 
ter and proceed two-and-two to the 
center of the room. They divide at 
the center, one half going one way 
and the other half the other. When 
they are in place, the ceremony pro- 
ceeds.

This candle that I bear is for Alpha 
of Alpha, the first chapter of Delta Kap- 
pa Gamma, founded at Austin, Texas, 
May 11, 1929. Alpha of Alpha, I salute 
you. 

(She places her candle at one of the 
other points of the triangle and retires 
to the end of her line.) 


Second escort 
This candle I bear for Beta State. On 
December 19, 1931, Albama joined 
Texas in the national fraternity of Delta 
Kappa Gamma. (She retires to the end 
of her line.) 


Third escort 
This candle I bear for Gamma State. 
On April 16, 1982, Oklahoma became the 
third member of the national organiza- 
tion. 
Fourth escort 
This candle I bear for Delta State 
of Missouri, who joined our fraternity 
May 27, 1933. 
Fifth escort 
This candle I bear for the year 1934. 
Epsilon, Zeta, Theta, Eta, Iota. I salute 
five states, Louisiana, Mississippi, North 
Carolina, New Mexico, and Virginia. 
Sixth escort 
This candle I bear for the year 1935. 
Kappa, Lambda, Mu, Nu, and Xi. Arkan- 
sas, Illinois, Florida, District of Colum- 
bia, and Tennessee. 
Seventh escort 
This candle I bear for the year 1936. 
Omicron, Pi, Rho, Sigma, Tau, Upsilon, 
Phi, Psi, Chi, Omega. Ten states, count 
them if you will. Arizona, New York, 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, Iowa, Kansas, 
Georgia, California, Colorado. 
Eighth escort 
This candle I bear for 1937. Alpha 
Alpha Pennsylvania, Alpha Beta Mary- 
land, and Alpha Gamma Kentucky. 
Ninth escort 
This candle is for another great year, 
1938. Alpha Delta, Alpha Epsilon, Alpha 
Zeta, Alpha Eta, Alpha Theta, Alpha 
Iota. Ohio, Indiana, New Jersey, South 
Carolina, Utah, and Michigan. 
Tenth escort 
This candle I bear for 1939, Alpha 
Kappa of Delta Kappa Gamma. The 
good old nutmeg state, Connecticut, and 
Alpha Lambda, Vermont. 
Eleventh escort 
This candle I bear for 1940. Alpha Mu, 
Alpha Nu, Alpha Xi, Alpha Omicron, 
and Alpha Pi. Montana, Idaho, Wyoming, 
North Dakota, South Dakota. ~ 
Twelfth escort 
This last candle is for the year 1941, 
this present and twelfth year of Delta 
Kappa Gamma. Alpha Rho, Alpha Sig- 
ma, Alpha Tau, Alpha Upsilon. Oregon, 
Washington, Delaware, Massachusetts. 
(Bring music up as the escorts retire.) 
Chairman 
Before the candles are extinguished 
and the cake is cut, let us stand and sing 
together the “Pledge to Delta Kappa 
Gamma.” 
(At the conclusion the audience is 
seated.

As the candles are extinguished, will 
each member make three wishes, one for 
national, one for her home chapter, and 
one for herself.

The Pioneer Figurines or Dolls 


NE of the most attractive features 

of each National Convention is the 
exhibit of figurines representing Pioneer 
Women Teachers. 

Never have the figurines been more 
attractively displayed than at Minneap- 
olis, and never have they attracted, to 
a greater degree, the attention, not only 
of our own members, but also of the 
general public. 

For the pictures in which the Bulletin 
shows several groups of the dolls, we 
are indebted, first, to Miss Birdella Ross 
of Minneapolis, general chairman of the 
convention, and, second, to Mr. John 
Rusinka, one of the Minneapolis teach- 
ers, who took the pictures and kindly - 
permitted them to be used in the Bulle- 
tin. 

The lovely orphan doll, whom no one 
would claim last year, has been identi- 
fied as a Georgia doll, representing Miss 
Celeste Parrish. 

The editor has been asked to define 
a pioneer teacher whom a doll might 
properly represent. This is a difficult 
undertaking. A definition of this type 
should not be too hard and fast. 

In the first place, the doll should not 
represent just aay person famous in the 
state. The person should have been (or 
should be) an educator—a classroom 
teacher, principal, supervisor, superin- 
tendent, or librarian. It is not enough 
that she should have been prominent; 
she should have been (or should be) 
prominent in school work of some type. 

In the second place, she should either 
have worked in the state in pioneer 
days (days of its early settlement) or 
she should have been one who started 
some new work or new school service in 
the state, or was the early leader of 
some movement beneficial to teachers 
or to schools; she might have been 
among the first women in the state to 
open some important educational posi- 
tion to women. 

The editor invites others to send their 
opinions as to a good definition of a 
pioneer teacher, and will be glad to con- 
tinue the subject in another issue of 
the Bulletin. 

Delta Kappa Gammas should remem- 
ber that the project of studying pioneer 
women teachers is one that we originated. 
Our figurines should be preserved for 
our own museum in our own building. 
We should keep for our own archives 
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original materials on this subject which 
may be the results of our research proj- 
ect, while sharing with-others interested, 
to the extent of supplying copies that 
may be used in their work. In other 
words, let’s go on with the work that 
we have started, but let us keep for 
Delta Kappa Gamma, in every case, our 
own figurines and our own original ma- 
terials. Let us help others who are in- 
terested in the same facts and materials, 
but not by handing over to any other 
.person or organization, the original re- 
sults of our work. 

At the Minneapolis convention, the 
chairman of the Committee on Pioneer 
Dolls was Miss Eleanor Dougherty, a 
Minnesota Founder, now residing at 
Grand Falls, Montana. 

From her experience in handling the 
dolls, arranging them for exhibit, and 
aiding in the packing, Miss. Dougherty 
has formulated some suggestions which 
may be helpful to this year’s Commit- 
tees on the Pioneer Dolls. 

Editor, The Bulletin, Delta Kappa 

Gamma. 

The convention is over. The dolls are 
packed, but a few ideas remain in the 
head of your doll committee chairman. 
May I express these in question form? 

I. Why not make dolls of material 
which will not break easily? The 
dolls have to be packed and trans- 
ported each year. 


Why not follow directions and 
place the name and state on the 
front of the doll? Some women 
looked for hours for a doll whose 
name card was on her back. The 
card is the only identification. 
The dolls are to represent pioneer 
teachers—why are others pre- 
sented? 

Why not substitute a better doll 
for one formerly made of inferior 
material? 


. Why not follow directions and 


check the doll in? Also do not 
take out without checking with 
Dr. Blanton. 

Why not furnish a standard so 
that your doll will stand? Sitting 
dolls are hard to pack, hard to 
exhibit, and break easily. 


“Why pick up dolls after they are 


placed in position? They are hard 
to replace in the exhibit. 

Now that we have progressed so 
far, would it not be well to in- 
sist that dolls resemble persons 
represented ? 

If dolls must travel each year, 
should we not be careful not to 
have dolls too large or too heavy, 
in justice to the ones packing the 
exhibit? 

Should not the dolls’ committee 
of the National Convention at- 


tend to the doll publicity at that 
convention?

REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE 
SECRETARY 


1. Organization. During the pres- 
ent year of 1940-41, I have completed 
in the name of our National Founder 
and former President, Miss Mamie 
S. Bastian, state organizations in 
North and South Dakota and in Dela- 
ware, and have formed two new state 
organizations in Oregon and Washing- 
ton. This work brought into Delta 
Kappa Gamma five new states, one new 
chapter, and, approximately, two hun- 
dred new members. I have twenty-three 
pledges now in Nevada and hope to 
complete the organization in this state 
in November. Organization in Maine, 
Rhode Island, and New Hampshire is 
under way; I have pledges in all three 
states, and, in spite of the national 
emergency, could complete these organ- 
izations next winter, if our members 
would cooperate by sending me ad- 
dresses of desirable members. 

Attendance at Delta Kappa Gamma 
Meetings. With the approval of the 
president, I have attended and taken 
part on the program, of four state con- 
ventions during the year; namely, those 
of Ohio, Louisiana, Kansas, and Texas. 
In my own state, I have attended region- 
al meetings at San Antonio, Alice, Edin- 
burg, and Waco. 

Headquarters and Equipment. -Be- 
cause of increase of members, with con- 
stant increase in the work of my office, 


the one room used during the past six 
years for office space has been inade- 
quate for more than a year. More filing 
space and another cabinet for address 
plates for the Bulletin have become 
necessary. The typewriter in use for 
ten years is worn out. My request for 
a larger office and for funds for needed 
equipment was, with the approval of the 
President, sent out to the National Ex- 
ecutive Board in July. The vote of the 
Board was almost unanimous for con- 
tinuing the office in its present location, 
and granting me an office of two rooms | 
at an annual cost of $360 per year. The 
vote to grant from the permanent fund 
$400 for filing case, address plate cab- 
inet, typewriter, and other equipment, 
was unanimous. This must be confirmed 


_ by vote of the convention. 


(This grant was confirmed by unani- 
mous vote of the convention.) 

Supplies. A check of supplies made 
within the last week shows a larger 
supply on hand than is usual in the fall. 
Supplies will suffice for the first month, 
and, in some instances, for the entire 
year. New order blanks will be pub- 
lished and sent out in September. In 
the late spring, a new edition of the 
Handbook was published, edited by Dr. 
Clara M. Parker. Because of a number of 
changes necessitated by changes in our 
own procedure, it is desirable that all 
presidents and treasurers have a copy of 
this edition. I, therefore, recommend 
that two copies of this edition be sent 
without charge to each president, one’ 
for her own use, and one for use of -her. 
treasurer. 

(This proposal was approved by the 
Board and by convention vote.) 

Membership. One of the duties of the 
Executive Secretary is to secure informa- 
tion as to membership. I offer the fol- 
lowing report as to our membership and 
the quotas in the several states. This 
is as accurate as I could secure, and, 
since August, has been slightly cor- 
rected by additional reports. 

The report of October 1, 1940, showed 
38 states, 409 chapters and 12,660 mem- 
bers; this is, therefore, a gain of 6 
states, 57 chapters and 2,614 members, 
on October 1, 1941. 

Quotas. It should be noted that 
where the membership is very small a 
large percentage of increase is not a 
significant gain in membership. Quotas 
given in this table were obtained from 
figures in the United States statistical 
report of 1932, and in some cases, from 
State Departments of Education. I hope, 
later on, to publish a map showing the 
membership status in all our states. 

Explanation of Delays. While it is 
desirable to answer letters and to send 
out bills as promptly as possible, these 
two types of duties have in my office 
been subject to various delays. Organ- 
izing and speaking trips cause this work 
to fall behind, as do also times of stress 
when the Bulletin is made up and proofs 
are corrected. As these matters of

REPORT OF THE EDITOR OF 
THE BULLETIN 


P to 1934, the chief means of com- 

munication among chapters, state or- 
ganizations, and the national organization 
of Delta Kappa Gamma, were the cir- 
cular letters from national and state 
officers, and the activities of the state 
and national conventions. At the Hot 
Springs convention, in 1934, a strong 


feeling of the need of establishing a 
means of information by which all mem- 
bers might be reached with official in- 
structions and might keep up with Delta 
Kappa Gamma affairs, resulted in the 
proposal to publish a quarterly mag- 
azine which would serve as a news 
organ and a means of general informa- 
tion to all members. 

At the outset, therefore, the Bulletin 
was, frankly, a quarterly newspaper, 
carrying national, state, and chapter 
news and information to all members, 
and serving as a unifying agency. 

From the beginning, the Bulletin has 
received the cordial support and en- 
couragement of nearly all of our mem- 
bers. We have been limited in policies 
and in improvement in form, by the 
necessity of making changes as our funds 


would permit. The publication has. 


gradually taken on more of the char- 
acteristics of a professional magazine 
without losing its original character- 
istics as our official news organ. 
Policies of the Committee on the 
Bulletin have been, gradually to raise 
the standards of merit of articles ac- 
cepted for publication, to limit profes- 


sional articles to subjects connected with 
the national program, to require state 
and local organizations to bear a rea- 
sonable part of the expenses of their 
own publicity, and to stand firmly against 
efforts to mould the Bulletin into pat- 
terns offered by other professional mag- 
azines. In spite of our unusual increase 
in membership, the Bulletin has improved 
in content and in physical appearance 
and yet has been able to keep its cost 
strictly within the limits of its annual 
budget, during the seven years of its 
publication. Its greatest problems have 
been: (1) securing materials on time, 
(2) painfully extracting from busy 
chapter and state presidents, correct 
mailing lists; and (3) improving the 
quality of the local contributions, so that 
we may be able to publish interesting 
news of members without giving such 
accounts too much of the characteristics 
of the society column in the daily news- 
paper. It has been difficult to secure 
really good illustrations without using 
a finer quality of paper; and a better 
quality of paper has been prohibitive 
as expenses each year have barely come 
within the annual budget. 

The committee has recommended that 
the cover of the Bulletin in present use 
be continued through the next year, as 
it seems to have met with general ap- 
proval. 

One proposal for a change, the editor 
believes, should be discussed by the ex- 
ecutive board, even though only two 
communications of the kind have been 
made. One suggestion is that chapter 
news letters be made entirely optional. 
The other is that each chapter be re- 
quired to send but one news letter per 
year, but permitted to send as many as 
it may choose. 

The reasons for requiring chapter news 
letters were as follows: (1) They have 
great future historical value both for 
the chapter and for the state; they give 
a printed record useful for historical 
purposes. (2) They enable state and 
national presidents to note the work each 
chapter is doing, and, where such work 
is not in accord with state and national 
programs, to offer to the chapter, helpful 
advice. (3) They give to members in- 
teresting news of their friends in other 
states and in other chapters. 

Neither the editor nor the committee 
hold a brief for any Bulletin procedure 
not in accordance with the wishes of a 
majority of our members. The com- 
mittee recommends that the executive 
board consider this matter and advise as 
to what the procedure should be. A 
change would require a constitutional 
amendment, and if such seems best to 
the board, the committee will recommend 
its submission, even though it believes 
that the news letters serve several pur- 
poses useful in the work of Delta Kappa 
Gamma. 

(These matters were considered by 
the Board, with the decision to continue 
chapter news letters as at present.)

ESSAY WINNING FIRST PRIZE 
IN THE ESSAY CONTEST 


How Can Our Organization Help to 
Safeguard the Employment 
Status of Women 


By Violet B. Davidson, Amarillo, 
Texas 


oe For many years her position 
has been a precarious one! “Lesser 
man,” the master-poet, Tennyson, ap- 
praised her in his immortal Locksley 
Hall, “whose blinder motions (are) 
bounded in a shallower brain.” That 


‘may have been the Victorian idea of 


woman, but it certainly isn’t the modern 
one. Today her brow is “wide and un- 
marred by the suppression of free 
thought”; her eyes are “frank and 
clear”; her mouth is generous “from 
speaking freely and without hindrance.” 
No. longer does she cling like a parasite 
to man. Today she is a symbol of effi- 
ciency as well as of grace and charm; 
today she is man’s equal and, as such, 
deserves the same prestige, the same 
consideration; today she is organized to 
procure the prominence that should be 
hers. 

Such group organizations as the Amer- 
ican Association of University Women, 
Delta Kappa Gamma, the Business and 
Professional Women’s Clubs, Altrusa 
Clubs, and numerous other groups, 
can do a great deal to raise the 
status of women. For instance, the 
League of Nations Committee for the 
study of the legal status of women 
throughout the world, began its inquiry 
in Geneva, in April of 1938. In open- 
ing the April session, the League Sec- 
retary referred to the strong and wide- 
spread demand “for the removal of irk- 
some and unnecessary legal differentia- 
tion between the sexes,” and noted the 
tendency on the part of countries be- 
longing to the League to repeal legal 
disqualifications resting on women. The 
Secretary warned women pushing the 
issue that “legal status of women” means 
not a single problem that can be solved

by a single principle, but a multiplicity 
of highly complex legal and social prob- 
lems that assume different aspects, ac- 
cording to the social and legal habits 
and structure of the different countries. 
Women need study, then action. Educa- 
tion legislation, enforcement of law, 
maintenance of standards in political, 
educational, and civic activities—all these 
must be carried forward. 


It is significant to note the marked 
recession in the position of women in 
certain countries abroad. In the United 
States events and opinions are current 
which, if not checked, may place upon 
the women of this country the same ret- 
rogression. Forces are definitely at work 
denying to women in many places posts 
of importance in colleges and univer- 
sities; public opinion, in many places, is 
misinformed on the true position of the 
employed married woman—it blames her 
for the current unemployment of men 


and advises her to return to her home 
and give her job to a man. 

Although women nearly equal men 
in numbers in this country, although 
women are affected. equally with men 
by good or bad government, women are 
found in small numbers in elective or 
appointive positions in government. 
What can these groups do to raise the 
status of women? Study, discuss, act. 
It might be suggested that state and 
branch committees on the Economic and 
Legal status of women work together

in learning from: governmental officials 
within the states what effect passage 
of the Equal Rights amendment might 
have upon such matters as wages and 
hours regulations, contractual and prop- 
erty rights, marriage and divorce as 
applied to both sexes, guardianship of 
children, etc. Such organizations as 
Delta Kappa Gamma are working for 
the removal of Civil Service discrimina- 
tions on the basis of sex or marital 
status; it can work for adequate appro- 
priations for the Women’s Bureau; it 
can locate and collect important records 
of women’s achievements; use them to 
demonstrate the validity of equality in 
treatment of women. : 

So we may argue then upon the ne- 
cessity of and possibility of working for 
the extension and improvement of the 
merit system with reference to govern- 
ment employees; upon the necessity of 
securing adequate appropriations for the 
Women’s Bureau; U. S. Department of 
Labor, State Department, Children’s 
Bureau; upon the need for passing a 
proposed amendment to the U. S. Consti- 
tution known as the Equal Rights 
Amendment, and upon legislation di- 
rected to the establishment and preser- 
vation of the following principle: “The 
right to work for compensation, being 
a property right, shall not be abridged 
or denied by reason of race, religion, sex, 
economic or marital status.” 

Delta Kappa Gamma should hold as 
an active legislative program these 
principles: 

I. It is the policy of Delta Kappa 
Gamma to oppose any legislation de- 
signed to protect women, since we be- 
lieve sound legislation should be based 
on the nature of the work and not on 
the sex of the worker. 

II. It is the policy of Delta Kappa 
Gamma to oppose discriminations against 
business and professional women. 

III. It is the policy of Delta Kappa 
Gamma to promote jury service for 
women in those states which have not 
yet made women eligible for jury serv- 
ice. 

The objectives of Delta Kappa Gamma 
constitute the organization’s form of 
social and educational policy. Its pro- 
gram of social action is based on an 
accepted scale of values. The simple 
distinctions between mine, thine, and 
ours, sufficient for conduct of life in more 
primitive times, become immensely com- 
plicated in our American democratic way 
of life. In as much as the social policy 
of America is democracy, likewise Delta 
Kappa Gamma prizes a broad humani- 
tarianism, an interest in the other mem- 
bers of the organization, a feeling of kin- 
ship to other people in the teaching pro- 
fession. Delta Kappa Gamma is interested 
not only in the welfare of its members 
but also in the welfare of others—the 
general welfare both within and without 
the organization. The democratic way 
of life is the inclusive purpose of Amer- 
ican education; and the choice of this 


way of living is primarily determined 
by the prevailing scale of social and 


_personal values. The interpretation of 


this scale of values is the social and edu- 
cational policy of Delta Kappa Gamma. 

In the interpretation of its social 
policy, Delta Kappa Gamma leads its 
members self-realization through 
personal and professional development. 
In the words of Walt Whitman, “What 
does civilization itself rest upon—but 
rich, luxuriant, varied personalism?” The 
policy of Delta Kappa Gamma would 
consider education a lifetime enterprise. 
Thus, by aiding women teachers in fur- 
thering their studies in higher institu- 
tions of learning, education becomes an 
intellectual adventure, endless and il- 
limitable. Teaching becomes a lifetime 
enterprise, for which formal schooling 
supplies only a good running start. Self- 
realization would interpret the educated 
person as one with an inquiring mind, 
endowed with an appetite for learning, 
with mental resources for the use of 
leisure, with appreciation for the es- 
thetic, and possessed of responsible di- 
rection to her own life. 

In the interpretation of its educational 
policy, Delta Kappa Gamma recognizes 
the satisfaction of good workmanship. 
The teacher has selected her occupation 
and sueceeds in her chosen vocation. 
She maintains and improves her effi- 
ciency; she appreciates the social value 
of her work. She takes appropriate 
measures to safeguard her interests. She 
acts to correct unsatisfactory conditions; 
she seeks to understand social structures 
and social processes. She respects hon- 
est differences of opinion. She is a co- 
operating member of the world commu- 
nity, accepts her civic duties, and acts 
upon an unswerving loyalty to democratic 
ideals. Delta Kappa Gamma maintains 
and demonstrates human relations in- 
dispensable to the success and the func- 
tioning of a democratic society. The 
school parallels the forms of community 
life; Delta Kappa Gamma crystallizes 
these various forms into a unit, com- 
posite of strength resulting from pro- 
fessional unity. 

And so Delta Kappa Gamma women 
look into their hearts and find them 
“full of mighty schemes—some that shall 
ripen; some be ever dreams.” They 
determine that labor shall be their lot; 
they resolve that their sex shall reach 
its full maturity; they vision a time 
when there shall crown their brows 
wreaths they covet not. 


How Delta Kappa Gamma Can 
Safeguard the Employment 
Status of Women

modern Western civilization woman 
" has attained her place in the sun 
not by sudden flight, but by painful toil- 


ing upward through the long night of 
ignorance, inhibitions, and natural hu- 
man inertia. Today we see evidences 
that this hard-won place is being 
threatened, both by the efforts of those 
who would maliciously reduce women 
to the level of breeders and chattels 
and by vast impersonal forces that are 
gradually changing the structure of our 
social order. 

To oppose these destructive agencies 
is the task of every alert woman, every 
organization of women, and particularly 
of such groups as Delta Kappa Gamma 
which represent cultural leadership and 
economic independence. 

In primitive cultures where life was 
lived largely on a physical plane, the 
problem of woman’s employment status 
did not exist. She worked continually; 
around her the family and tribal life 
revolved. If her work was often dull and 
meaningless, the activities of her men- 
folk were not sufficiently glamorous in 
contrast to stir resentment at her own 
fate. When she was too old for child- 
bearing and manual labor, she died, or 
was cared for through a doddering se- 
nility by her offspring, or (in some cases) 
she was killed off. But there was no un- 
employment situation. 

In our present maladjusted scientific 
and machine age the. chief concern of 
most adults, men as well as women, is 
economic security. For whatever the 
sentimentalists may say to the contrary, 
the most important need for the average 
human being is some fairly interesting 
work with which to earn a little money. 
Women for the most part have left 
the ranks of the cared-for and irrespon- 
sible and are acutely interested in main- 
taining the footing they have won in 
the economic world. 

It would be well to examine certain 
forces which are threatening the em- 
ployment status of women. The most ap- 
parent is Fascism, which has blighted 
the womanhood of Western Europe, and 
in small, subtle ways is creeping into 
our country. For example, the unreason- 
able prejudices that in recent years have 
arisen against the employment of mar- 
ricd women can be explained in no 
other way. We need to remind ourselves 
constantly that there is only one step 
between prohibiting married women from 
working and forbidding the privilege to 
all women. More than anything else, 
women need to fear ideologies which 
threaten their civil liberties and limit 
their educational and vocational oppor- 
tunities. 

Women need to face the fact that their 
own complacency and indifference may 
hamper them as much as _ perversive 
theories of government. Older suffra- 
gettes often justly accuse young women 
of being unappreciative of their privi- 
leges. Inferior training, sloppy work, in- 
difference to the rights of others, and a 
certain flippancy all too common among 
young workers may sour an employer 
and cause him to replace his women em- 
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ployees with men of a more appreciative 
temperament. 

On the other hand, we all know many 
industrious, conscientious women who 
are either unable to hold a job or are 
perpetually unhappy in their work. Such 
conditions are due partly to the inherent 
weaknesses of women themselves—to bad 
dispositions, unsatisfactory emotional 
adjustments, inability to work with oth- 
ers, unattractive personal appearance, 
irritating mannerisms, and, of course, 
sometimes to just plain bad luck. 

In waging any war it is well to know 
the objectives of the conflict. What would 
be the status of women in an IDEAL 
society? With a clear knowledge of the 
ideal they might make some progress 
toward the realization of it in a practical 
way. 

Vocational guidance has become a 
trite word in our educational vocabulary; 
yet it remains the most important single 
function of the public school system. 
Girls should be given a wide knowledge 
of and some apprenticeship in as many 
fields of work as possible. Given this 
background they will be less likely to 
choose the wrong career. Moreover, they 
will develop versatility, a very valuable 
asset. 

In the ideal economic set-up women 
would have equal educational privileges, 
equal chances for obtaining positions, 
equal salaries for the same type of work. 
Along with these, they would accept 
equal responsibilities and demand no 
quarter because of their sex. 

Reasonable security, unemployment 
compensation, and adequate pensions 
would be a definite part of this theoret- 
ical social system. While these are in 
operation in some measure for many 
workers, they do not exist for teachers 
at all, except in a few city systems. 
Permanent tenure for teachers should 
also become a nationwide practice. The 
arguments for it far outweigh those 
against it. 

Another feature of this Eutopia would 
be the employers’ recognition of mature 
ability. In other words it would be pos- 
sible for the middle-aged and elderly 
to secure jobs, provided they were com- 
petent and personable. It is a sad com- 
mentary upon our civilization that so 
many women are “shelved” in the prime 
of their lives. For example there is 
hardly a good school in the United States 
that will employ a woman over thirty- 
five years of age. This is a situation 
that Delta Kappa Gamma should do 
something about! 

The purpose of this contest is to make 
specific recommendations for attaining 
and safeguarding this desirable economic 
set-up. 

The most obvious solution is more and 
better training for. women. Even in our 
topsy-turvy world of today, the really 
capable person has a far greater chance 
of success than the incompetent, not- 
withstanding the importance of “pull,” 


personality, or other less tangible as- 
sets. 

Both versatility and a high degree of 
specialization should be included in the 
education of girls. The former is an 
advantage in our swiftly changing civ- 
ilization; the latter is essential in any 
position with prestige, high salary, and 
permanence. Farseeing guidance ex- 
perts should lead young women into 
jobs with a future, as Walter Pitkin has 
pointed out in the article “Educate Your 
Child for Chaos.” 

While I would not deny to the ad- 
venturous and the gifted the privilege 
of choosing any career or of entering 
upon the activities commonly konwn as 
a “man’s world,” it is my opinion that 
the. girl of average ability would be 
wiser to stick to the fields in which wom- 
en by nature excel and where they will 
have less competition from men. Wom- 
en’s organizations, including Delta Kap- 
pa Gamma, can further the education 
of deserving girls by scholarships, other 
financial aid, and wise counseling, which 
is the most important of all. 

Fully as necessary as training in 
skills is education in personality-devel- 
opment. Courses in the social graces, 
grooming, make-up, correct dressing, 
speech, and personal relationships should 
be a required part of every school cur- 
riculum. Similar courses should be avail- 
able to older women, and might well be 
a project of Delta Kappa Gamma. One 
can hardly overestimate the value of 
charm and graciousness in any job. 
Sweetness and femininity would do more 
to break down prejudices against work- 
ing women than any other factor. They 
are frequently accused of being “hard.” 
Though the criticism is generally un- 
just, they should avoid even the appear- 
ance of hardness. 


Although the individual can do little 
to change political conditions, a strongly 
unified women’s organization can pro- 
mote legislation safeguarding women’s 
rights—laws pertaining to pensions, ten- 
ure, health, and working conditions, ed- 
ucational qualifications, ete. Teachers 
in particular are too often retiring and 
conservative and should be prodded into 
greater participation in public life. 

Sound training in professional ethics 
should be a part of every woman’s ed- 
ucation, for it might help eliminate the 
common criticisms of our being catty, 
jealous, self-centered and malicious— 
criticisms which are often just. 


Another service which Delta Kappa 
Gamma might render is the establish- 
ment of personality clinics and employ- 
ment bureaus for older unemployed 
women, whose plight seems to me in- 
finitely sad. To renew hope in and to 
open new possibilities of usefulness for 
them would be a great step in the so- 
lution of our economic difficulties. 

As a summarizing statement it may

be said that in order to safeguard their 
employment status, women must fight 
eternally to preserve their democratic 
institutions and philosophy of govern- 
ment which alone guarantee them free- 
dom to work at a job of their own choos- 
ing, under humane conditions, with just 
compensation, and with reasonable se- 
curity. Fascism means the end of all 
that women have fought for through the 
long centuries. Democracy means the 
opening of endless possibilities for un- 
fettered minds and imaginative spirits.

How Can Our Organization Help 
Safeguard the Employment 
Status of Women?

A ieee are asking, “What can thirteen 
thousand able: women teachers do?” 
Let me ask you, “What can’t they do— 
if they have a program, know where 
they want to go, what they want to do 
and believe in ‘Union Now’?” Just as 
in national defense, so in Delta Kappa 
Gamma, 

“It’s not the individual, nor the army 
as a whole 

But the everlasting teamwork of every 
blooming soul.” 

We have learned what cooperation, or 
the lack of it, can do, in the last year. 
Germany wins; France falls. A few key 
men in Germany today rule the world, 
politically, economically, religiously, and 
as a military unit. Weapons? They were 
not secret. They were efficiency, work, 
daring and imagination. True, they had 
perception of the weaknesses of others 
and they ruthlessly capitalized on these. 

What are we asked to do? Simply 
work out plans for safeguarding employ- 
ment of woman. What women? All 
women. What employment? All employ- 
ment. How? That’s the question. 

May I offer a few suggestions? First, 
now what the problem is, in your nation, 
state and locality. 

1. According to the 1930 census there 
are 43 million women over 15 years of 
age in the United States. Of these, 10% 
million are gainfully employed outside 
their homes. Of the latter, one and 
three-fourth million have been married 
but are either widowed or divorced. 
Three million are married and living 
with husbands. Of those married, 
1,110,000 are in domestic and personal 
service, 610,000 are in industry, 364,000 
are in clerical jobs, 340,000 are in trade, 
294,000 are in professional occupations, 
282,000 are in the extractive industries, 
and 70,000 are in transportation and 
communication. 

Woman has always been a producer. 
She has produced the world. .The home 
used to be the manufacturing unit and 
now that homework is done by factory 
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and the home is a consuming unit, 
women have had to enter industry. The 
“man’s industrial revolution” left wom- 
an with time on her hands. She must 
now buy for her family and she needs 
money. Two million women are working, 
not for fun or career, but to keep the 
wolf from the door. This is two-thirds 
of all women who work. 

A family of five needs from $1,600.00 
to $2,000.00 for a decent standard of 
living. In 1929 only three industries of 
the thirteen employing the largest num- 
ber of workers came near a minimum 
wage level of $1,700.00. In eighty-nine 
industries the average earning was 
$975.00 a year. That is why wives work. 

Studies show that the professional 
group, teachers who are married, spend 
their income on general family expenses, 
care of dependent parents or other rela- 
tives, and on necessary expenses of 
children. The first reason why women, 
married or unmarried, work, is economic. 

In 1932, Section 213, “The Married 
Persons Clause” of the Economy Act 
was studied by the Women’s Bureau. 
About two-thirds of the dismissals under 
it were of married women and most of 
these dismissals caused hardship to 
immediate families and dependent rela- 
tions. 

The percentage of married women 
who work is increasing more rapidly 
than that of the single women who work. 
In 1890, 14% of all gainfully employed 
women were married and 5% of all mar- 
ried women were gainfully employed, 
while in 1930, 29% of the gainfully 
employed were married and 12% of all 
married women were gainfully employed. 

The poll taken by the American Insti- 
tute of Public Opinion last year, indicates 
that the majority of people in our coun- 
try think that the married woman should 
not work. School boards refuse to em- 
ploy married teachers, and drop them 
if they marry. State governments com- 
pel women to give up positions if they 
marry and this is also done by private 
employers. It is thought that jobs 
should be given to those in need, and 
these women have husbands to support 
them. ‘ 

Is this not the widest discrimination? 
Are employers willing to increase the 
husband’s salary to take care of the 
situation? No. Are married men fired 
because they get married? Or support 
establishments? The normal woman 
wants husband and home, and a decent 
standard of living. Schools need normal 
human beings as teachers. The writer 
would prefer, if she had a dozen children, 
to have each taught by a happy. wife 
than by a person who spends her life 
alone—other things being equal. 

Efficiency should be the factor—not 
marital status. Merit and qualifications 
are the only criteria for holding jobs. 

In 1934 David Peters published a study 
at Columbia, -of two groups of teachers. 
The married teachers were a trifle more 


‘efficient than _unmarried ones he found. 


The President’s Committee on Recent 
Social Trends, 1929, says this, of the 
married woman’s position: “The com- 
munity is not making the most of this 
potential supply of able services, in dis- 
carding married women.” 

Secondly, Delta Kappa Gamma should 
join with Federated Clubs, the American 
Association of University Wemen, Busi- 
ness and Professional Women, League 
of Women Voters and all other agencies 
to get legislation to safeguard the rights 
of women. As the League says, ““Women 
are people—married or single—and this 
being so, a married woman should have 
the opportunity to develop by using all 
her talents and skills as she chooses. 
The public should be made aware of 
the fallacies and prejudices concerning 
the employment of married women. If 
jobs are allocated on the basis of need, 
the test should be applied to all alike— 
men and women, married and single.” 

The Equal Rights Amendment to the 
Constitution is something else. We 
should work against it because in most 
states it would lose for women much 
that they have gained. Study it care- 
fully before and if—agreeing to it. 

Mrs. Roosevelt says in a recent article 
in Liberty, “We like to please the gentle- 
men.” This is the basic reason why it 
is still a man’s world. We will fight for 


.a law which we can see affects the 


people we care about, but we leave the 
great field of law-making and its inter- 
pretation and administration very large- 
ly to the man.” And again speaking of 
the dismissal.of women during the de- 
pression, “It was never suggested at 
<any point that men without dependents 
or having an income to live on, should 
be removed from the labor market. A 
fact which I felt proved the basic argu- 
‘ment that work produces work. It isn’t 
that women haven’t the brains or ability 
...Itis that they want the world the way 
it is ... What will happen when they real- 
ly want something different, I hesitate to 
say, because I have a firm belief in the 
ability and power of women to achieve 
the things they want to achieve.” 

Third: Help your research committee. 
Only you can get the information which 
they want. You are on the job. Find 
the amount of existing discrimination 
(actual cases) in your community,— 
factual data on working women and the 
birth rate, relief for aged and infirm, 
standard of living and delinquency. Con- 
sider the economic, sociological and 
psychological effects of prohibiting mar- 
ried women from working. Send in facts. 
If any of you are working on degrees, 
take a survey of this kind for a thesis. 

Fourth: Raise the standard of women 
teachers now in the field and coming into 
it. Teach them to stand up to criticism 
without wilting and resigning. 

Douglas E. Lawson, in an article pub- 
lished in the American Mercury, entitled 
“Why Schoolteachers Can’t Teach”, 
gives some pertinent information about 
the qualifications of our teachers. Quot- 


ing Bismarck he says, “What you would 
have the state be, that put into the 
schools.” If education of the wrong kind 
can bring into power a Hitler, then edu- 
cation of the right kind can build up 
an appreciation of the heritage which 
we call democracy. In the race between 
education and catastrophe, the United 
States needs the best drivers obtainable. 
We need the right teachers to preserve 
our heritage of freedom. The crisis is 
at hand. 

Fifth and last. Doctors and lawyers 
take an oath to further each individual 
to higher efforts. Why not an oath for 
our own profession? 

I like the one proposed from the 


Winona, Minnesota, Teachers College: 


“I promise consciously to strive to 
measure up to the best that is within 
me, so to employ my time and my talents 
that my horizon shall be enlarged and 
that my character shall be enriched. 

I therefore further promise as a result 
of well-planned efforts, to be a bigger, 
broader person with more interests, with 
wider sympathies, finer tastes and the 
capacity for greater helpfulness in one 
year from today than I am at this 
moment. 

Should I fail to keep this pledge, I 
here declare that I ought to quit the 
work of teaching.” 

Each state must work out its own 
program in this work of each-for-all. 
Let’s get going!

REPORT OF THE NATIONAL 
COMMITTEE ON MUSIC 


E National Committee on Music is 
composed of twelve members repre- 
senting over 25% of the states now or- 
ganized by Delta Kappa Gamma. All the 
members are active in the field of Music 
or Music Education, either in teaching, 
supervision or teacher training. 

Following the organization of this 
committee, a tentative plan of work was 
set up in accordance with the commis- 
sion of the National Board and submit- 
ted to the members for comment, crit- 
icism or additional suggestions. The 
final Plan of Work was mailed to all 
Committee members, and State and 
Chapter Presidents in September, 1940, 
and to the State Chairmen of Music as 
members were appointed to this work. 
Also, the Plan of Work was published 
in the Bulletin for November, 1940, while 
a follow-up ‘message appeared in the 
January Bulletin, and a final report of 
progress has been sent to all National 
Committee members. 

The Plan of Work is an interpretation 
of the assigned Two-Point Program as it 
might apply in local and state situa- 
tions, building into a national growth 
in meeting our Delta Kappa Gamma 
needs through music. (See the Novem- 
ber, 1940, Bulletin for details of the 
Plan.) 
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Report of Activity. Reports show (1) 
that 30 states have appointed Chair- 
men of Music, either permanent or act- 
ing; (2) that Music activities in con- 
nection with local and State Programs 
have ranged from practically no use of 
Music to a rather generous time allot- 
ment in view of crowded programs; (3) 
that interest is expressed toward rather 
generally extending the use of Music in 
programs for the coming year; (4) that 
much enjoyment is indicated by those 
chapters which consistently took time to 
learn and sing Delta Kappa Gamma 
songs; (5) that good interest was shown 
in the Song Contest. 

Recommendations. We recommend 
(1) that three members be added to the 
National Committee chosen from the 
three areas not now represented in our 
spread; (2) that we continue and ex- 
tend both points of our present program 
into the activities of the coming year; 
(3) that the Committee on Music be 
authorized to compile and print Song 
Book III from the best of the songs 
submitted both this year and next,—the 
whole project subject to the approval of 
the National President, and completed for 
use in the 1942 Convention; and (4) that 
sufficient allowance be made in the budg- 
et to finance the project which should 
readily pay for itself with the first 
1000 copies if the book is made attract- 
ive and useful.

A Letter from Our National Schol- 
arship Honoree 


I WISH to express to all members of 

Delta Kappa Gamma my gratitude 
and delight. It is with a sense of pro- 
found . responsibility that I accept the 
Delta Kappa Gamma Scholarship, know- 
ing as I do the untiring work and sacri- 
fice which the Scholarship Fund repre- 
sents. I shall hope to spend it wisely, 
gaining knowledge which may be of 
service to the children whom we all 
love. I hope, too, that my research will 
prove of value to teachers and may in- 
dicate ways in which we may develop 
guidance services to meet the needs of 
children. 

I am planning to work for my doctor- 
ate at Stanford University. For some 
time I have needed the year of residence 
which is required and which is so difficult 
to attain when one cannot afford a year 
away from work. Now, thanks to the 
scholarship, I shall be able to finish my 
degree next year. ' 

This summer I spent a stimulating 
and intefesting quarter on the campus 
at Palo Alto, had the program for my 
degree approved, and the outline of my 
thesis accepted. As you perhaps know, 
my work is that of Director of Child 
Guidance for the Santa Barbara City 
Schools, and my thesis is a program of 
evaluation of the services which we have 
offered in the past six years. I am 
gathering materials at the present time, 
have reports from one hundred and 
eighty teachers, and have made a fol- 
low-up of the adjustment of 1247 cases 
which we have studied here. Needless 
to say, this is the type of research which 
is essential to improvement of service; 
yet one so seldom finds time to do it ade- 
quately in the press of daily work. I 
hope to have a new perspective and

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 
ON THE CONSTITUTION 


Y request of the President, the com- 
mittee on the Constitution has can- 
vassed the ballots on the four constitu- 
tional amendments submitted this year. 
Ballots of two chapters arrived after the 
vote was counted and were not included. 
Nine votes on Amendments I and II had, 
written in, modifications of the proposal, 
and could not be counted either way. 
All of the amendments were carried by 
a large majority. The vote was as fol- 
lows: 
Amendment I, making the amount of 
a national scholarship $1,000 per year, 
and authorizing the Board to adjust the 
scholarship funds to that end.

Against the amendment........... 23 


Amendment II, exempting members 
joining Delta Kappa Gamma in the

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period, June 1-September 30, from pay- . 


ing the annual $3.00 dues and the $1.00 
scholarship fee for that fiscal year.

Amendment III, arranging for State 
and National honorary members here- 
after to be elected by the respective State 
and National Executive Boards.

Amendment IV, requiring chapter 
members who have moved from the ter- 
ritory of their chapters, to join chapters 
formed in the territory of their new res- 
idence.

It should be remembered that each 
vote recorded above represents five mem- 
bers. The total vote, however, repre- 
sents but little more than half of our 
15,000 members.

The texts of these amendments fol- 
low this report, that all may have these 
new sections of the Constitution. 

The Committee unanimously approved 
the proposed procedures in regard to 
future amendments to the Constitution 
published on page 5 in the June Bulletin. 
It recommends that these be submitted 
for adoption next year. These amend- 
ments should secure more deliberation 
and prevent the adoption of rash and 
ill-considered proposals. They are as 
follows: 

(1) Suggestions for amendments shall 
be sent to the national chairman of the 
Committee on the Constitution. 

(2) The chairman shall send any pro- 
posed amendment to all members of the 
Committee on the Constitution, asking 
for a vote as to whether such amendment 
shall be submitted for a vote of the en- 
tire organization. 

{3) If two-thirds of the members of 
the committee vote to submit an amend- 
ment, it shall be printed, with arguments 
for and against the proposal, in the next 
issue of the Bulletin. 


(4) If an amendment is to be voted 
upon in any year, it must be printed in 
the Bulletin at least six months before 
the date of the next national convention. 

(5) Ballots for voting upon amend- 
ments must be mailed to chapter presi- 
dents and members of the National Ex- 
ecutive Board, not later than two months 
before the national convention, and, in 
eases where the national convention is 
set for August, such ballots shall be 
mailed by the first of April. 

(6) Chapter presidents shall not per- 
mit a vote upon an amendment to be 
taken, until notice has been given that 
such amendment will be voted upon at 
a specified meeting; and opportunity for 
a full discussion has been given. 

The committee has carefully. consid- 
ered the proposals for changes in rela- 
tion to scholarships, as published in the 
March Bulletin, and the committe is 
unanimously opposed to the submission 
of the proposals. 

(1) The changes proposed serve no 
specific needs. (2) They would result 
in lack of safeguards for the funds. 
(3) Ample opportunity for advocacy of 


the proposals has been given, with sup- ° 


port from but two chapters in one state. 
(4) In Texas, where the proposals orig- 
inated, the state convention did not en- 
dorse these proposals. 

After some discussion, a majority of 
the board voted to have two of these 
proposals submitted for a vote next 
year. The board emphasized the fact 
that it was not voting either for, or 
against these proposals, but merely for 
their submission. These were as follows: 

(1) That a chapter, state, or national 
organization need not name a scholar- 
ship for any member, but that, if it pre- 
fers to do so, it may call the scholarship 
merely a Delta Kappa Gamma scholar- 
ship. 

(2) That the vote in selecting the col- 
lege or university in which a scholar- 
ship is placed, may not be taken by mail. 

These proposals will be submitted next 
April. 

Two other proposals for constitutional 
amendments have been brought to the 
attention of the committee. 

One would abolish the State perma- 
nent funds. The committee unanimous- 
ly disapproves of this proposal. The 
state permanent fund was initiated with 
these purposes as to its uses: (1) To 
aid in giving each state organization a 
sound financial standing; (2) to build 
up gradually an income to aid in sup- 
porting state headquarters; (3) to pro- 
vide, in the future, for a state head- 
quarters building in each state; (4) to 
aid in providing permanent equipment; 
(5) to help, in the future, in paying a 
part-time salary to a state executive sec- 
retary. While the accomplishment of 
all of these purposes may be in the dis- 
tant future, they should not be thought- 
lessly abandoned. (The Board disap- 


proved of this proposal.) 


The other proposal would abandon the 
plan of annual state and national con- 
ventions, in favor of biennial conven- . 
tions. The committee by unanimous vote 
disapproved of this change. It was the 
opinion of the committee that the Na- 
tional organization, and the several 
State organizations of Delta Kappa 
Gamma have need of annual conventions: 
(1) for making the sorority better 
known; (2) for the arousing of enthusi- 
asm, and the spreading of the true Delta 
Kappa Gamma spirit; (3) for the train- 


ing of our members; (4) for the efficient 


discharge of the business of the sev- 
eral organizations; and (5) for the plan- 
ning and carrying out of our programs 
of work. 
(The Board unanimously disapproved 
of this proposed change.) pa 
Finally, the committee is of the opin- 

ion that there is too much of ill-consid- 
ered attempts to change the Constitu- 
tion. Proposals are freqently made 
without consideration of the good of the 
entire organization. While the position 
that the Constitution should never be 
changed, should not be taken, neither 
should constant efforts be made towards 
changes which do not seem to be in 
great demand.

Recently Adopted Constitutional 
Amendments 


Amendment I. Amend Section 5, of 
Article XI of the Constitution by adding 
the following after this sentence: “The 
funds belonging to each National Schol- 
arship shall thereafter be kept and in- 
vested separately by the Scholarship 
Committee, and the annual income of 
each such fund shall constitute an an- 
nual scholarship.” Add here—“The an- 
nual award from each scholarship foun- 
dation shall be $1000.00. When such 
conditions arise that the income from a 
$20,000 foundation will not produce 
$1,000 per year, the National Scholar- 
ship Committee shall have authority to 
add, from any available National Schol- 
arship funds, not previously set aside in 
a Scholarship foundation, such amounts 
to each National” Scholarship _foun- 
dation previously: formed, as. may be 
needed: to produce the said income of 
$1,000 per year, The National ‘Scholar- 
ship Committee’ shall-also have author- 


- 
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ity, in unforseen cases where the invest- 
ment of the foundation of a National 
Scholarship fails to produce, in any 
year, the sum of $1000.00 for the annual 
award from that foundation, to add to 
this income, from any National Scholar- 
ship funds not previously assigned to a 
specific scholarship foundation, an 
amount to make the annual award the 
sum of $,1000.00. In cases where the 
income of any foundation increased in ac- 
cordance with the amendment, shall ex- 
ceed the sum of $1,000.00, the Scholar- 
ship Committee shall have authority, if 
it deems such action best, to return to 
the Scholarship Fund any part of such 
_. income in excess of $1,000.00.” 


Amendment II. Amend Section 9 of 
Article XIII, to read as follows: 


Section 9. There shall be no reduc- 
tion of fees and dues for members in- 
itiated late in the fiscal year, with the 
following exception: Members who join 
Delta Kappa Gamma after the first of 
June in any year, shall pay the initiation 
fee, but no other dues or fees for that 
fiscal year. Such members shall be re- 
quired to pay the annual $3.00 dues and 
the $1.00 scholarship fee, for the next 
fiscal year, and for succeeding fiscal 
years, at the regular time for the pay- 
ment of fees, at some date between 
October 1 and December 1, set by each 
organization for its own members. 


Amendment 3. Amend the last two 
paragraphs of Article III, Section 13 
(p. 5), of the Constitution to read as 
follows: 


State honorary members shall be ap- 
proved by the State membership com- 
mittee, and elected by the State execu- 
tive board. National honorary members 
shall be approved by the National mem- 
bership committee and elected by the 
National executive board. 


At least forty days before the respec- 
tive State and National Conventions, 
members desiring to propose State or 
National honorary members shall sub- 
mit to the chairmen of the respective 
State or National membership commit- 
tees, recommendations for State or Na- 
tional honorary members. The respective 
chairmen shall compile a list of those 
proposed for this honor, and shall send 
by mail a copy of this list to each mem- 
ber of her committee, not later than 
thirty days before the beginning date 
of the respective State or National con- 
vention. Each member of the said com- 
mittee shall return the list within ten 
days after the date on the lists, writing 
the word no after the name of any per- 
son recommended whom she does not 
approve for this honor. Two negative 


votes shall preclude the inclusion upon 
the ballot, of the proposed candidate for 
membership. 


The chairman of the respective State 
or National membership committee 
shall, not less than twenty-five days be- 
fore the State or the National conven- 
tion, send out to all members Of her State 
or National executive board a ballot list- 
ing all persons recommended for hon- 
orary membership in the respective 
State or National organization who did 
not receive from committee members two 
negative votes, the names being given in 
alphabetical order. Each board mem- 
ber shall be requested to number the 
candidates in the order of her preference. 
Ballots shall be returned to the chair- 
man, not later than fifteen days before 
the opening date of the respective con- 
ventions. The chairman shall count the 
ballots by the preferential ballot sys- 
tem. The two receiving the highest 
number of points shall be declared elected 
as honorary members, and the ones 
ranking as third and fourth, shall be 
chosen as alternates. Invitations signed 
by the President and the chairman of 
the membership committee shall be sent 


out immediately after the ballots are. 


counted, in order that such members 
may be initiated at the approaching con- 
vention, if possible. Those included upon 
the ballot who are not elected, shall be 
placed upon a waiting list to be included 
with the candidates proposed the next 
year. If a board member desires to 
blackball a candidate, she shall write the 
word no after her name, without num- 
bering it. Two negative votes shall de- 
bar such person from further considera- 
tion, unless her name be again submitted 
not sooner than after a two-year period. 


Amendment 4. Amend Article III, 
Section 19, of the Constitution (page 6), 
to read as follows: 


Section 19. Members who have joined 
a chapter in a city, county, or county- 
group, other than the county in which 
they teach, shall, on organization of a 
chapter in the city, county, or county- 
group in which they teach automatically 
become members of such new chapter. 
Such members shall be immediately 
dropped from the roll of their former 
chapter and shall be placed upon the roll 
of the new chapter. The fees and dues 
of such members shall be paid to the 
chapter to which they belonged on the 
first of October of the school year in 
which such new chapter was formed.

ON THE NATIONAL ACHIEVE- 
MENT AWARD 


Principles to be Considered in Se- 
lecting the Winner of the Na- 
tional Achievement Award 


E conferring of the National 

Achievement Award should be based 
upon a member’s services and contribu- 
tions to Delta Kappa Gamme during 
her entire period of membership. 

Only active members shall be eligible 
to receive the National Achievement 
Award. 

No person shall be eligible for the Na- 
tional Achievement Award during her 
term as National President. 

No person shall be eligible for the 
National Achievement Award who has 
not been a member of Delta Kappa Gam- 
ma in good standing for at least four 
years. 

No person who has received the Na- 
tional Achievement Award shall be eli- 
gible to receive it a second time. 

The National Achievement Award shall 
not be given in two successive years to 
members from the same state. 

The State President of each state shall 
appoint a state committee on the Na- 
tional Achievement Award consisting of 
five members from different parts of 
the state. It shall be the duty of this 
state committee annually to select and 
recommend to the National Committee 
on the National Achievement Award, a 
number of members from their state 
equal to one recommendation for each 
500 members in the state or a fraction 
thereof. The report of this committee 
giving names and addresses of those 
recommended shall be mailed to the Na- 
tional Committee on the National 
Achievement Award, each year, not later 
than two months before the opening 
date of the National Convention. This 
report shall give, in regard to each per- 
son recommended for the Award, a de- 
tailed account of the services which have 
formed the basis of such selection. This 
plan of selection shall replace the former 
plan of recommendation by chapters and 
individuals. Each state committee shall 
also have the right to recommend to the 
National Achievement Award Commit- 
tee, members from other states. In ad- 
dition to the recommendations sent in 
by the State Committees, the national 
Committee on the National Achievement 
Award shall have the right to nominate 
and consider other members as eligible 
to receive this Award. 

In case there should be two candidates 
of equal services and equal accomplish- 
ments the Award shall be granted to 
the one with priority cf membership.

The organization of a chapter 

The reorganization of a chapter which

The writing of a professional article 
of merit published in the Delta Kappa 
Gamma Bulletin - 

The writing of a professional article 
of merit published in any periodical of 
national scope 

The writing of a book upon an edu- 
cational subject or upon some subject 
concerning the advancement of women, 
published by some book company of na- 
tional scope 

The writing of a poem of merit pub- 
lished in the Delta Kappa Gamma Bul- 
letin 

The writing of a poem of merit pub- 
lished by any other periodical of na- 
tional scope 

A report by a chairman of a national

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 
ON EDUCATIONAL LEADER- 
SHIP AND THE INTERNA- 
TIONAL CRISIS 


Members present: Nina M. Goltry, 
Chairman; Ella Clark; Elizabeth Guil- 
foile; Agnes Samuelson. 

7 discussion group gave its time ta 

consideration of the report of a vol- 
unteer committee of educators all work- 
ing in the country at present, but sev- 
eral of whom are exiles from the coun- 
tries now involved in the war, which is 
working on a plan for reconstruction 
after the war. The report was first pre- 
sented by Dr. William H. Kilpatrick, 


Chairman, before the Ann Arbor meet-: 


ing of the New Education Fellowship. 
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The report affirms that “Reconstruc- 
tion after this war will fail unless it is 
also re-education.” It sets forth. the 
basic principles upon which reconstruc- 
tion should be planned. It indicates the 
action which will be needed at the war’s 
end. It makes the application to edu- 
cational institutions, and it offers steps 
toward realization. 

The. discussion was freely shared by 
the sixty or seventy people who attended. 
It was clear that among this group there 
were many who faced with great clarity 
of vision the problems and difficulties 
of furnishing a real education to ine 
children of our own democracy. : 

It was stressed that the ‘children’s 
share in the work of rebuilding society 
begins early; that the procedures of the 
school should point toward making them 
sharers in the work and problems of 
the community. That an essential part 
of their education is employment im- 
mediately upon departure from school. 

Two suggestions grew out of the dis- 
cussion: 

(1) That members of Delta Kappa 
Gamma acquaint themselves with plans 
that are being forwarded for recon- 
struction; that. they assume leadership 
in the education organizations and in the 
community for study of plans for re- 
construction. 

(2) That the present committee make 
intensive study of the Ann Arbor report 
and any other materials that have bear- 
ing upon its assignment, Educational 
Leadership in the International Crisis; 
give its assistance to local chapters in 
their study of plans for reconstruction; 
and plan a program for the next national 
meeting dealing with this very important 
part of education.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 
ON EQUAL OPPORTUNITIES 
FOR WOMEN TEACHERS 


To the Members of the National Society 
of Delta Kappa Gamma: 

EN President Reinhardt appointed 

the present Committee on Equal 
Opportunities for Women Teachers, she 
’ assigned to it the task of laying out a 
five-year plan of work. The proposals 
presented for your consideration in this 
report, if approved, may, or may not, re- 
quire all of five years for accomplish- 
ment, but these instructions have been 
kept in mind and suggestions have been 
projected as far in point of time as cir- 
cumstances and present knowledge seem 
to warrant. 


The inequalities which women teach- 
ers experience are an expression in one 
restricted field of the general concep- 
tion that women as a class furnish a 
supplementary supply of workers to be 
drawn upon in times of need and to be 
reduced in periods of economic con- 


traction. 


That the needs and rights of 
women as individuals and the potential- 
ities of their social contribution are 
so little taken into account, is, per- 
haps, chargeable to the fact that women 
as a sex are still regarded for the most 
part as temporary workers with few 
dependents. 


There is still the common Sinaia ; 


on the part of women themselves, their 
employers, and the public, that a young 
woman upon leaving school will enter 
upon employment with the idea of re- 
linquishing it in a few years for mar- 
riage. The generally held idea that she 
should do so is, whether consciously or 
not, apparently derived from the com- 
mon law status of women under which 
they all but lost their legal identity upon 
marriage. 

While many of the legal disabilities 
of women have been removed by specific 
acts of state legislatures, the economic 
battle of women is only well under 
way. The prejudice against woman’s 
having employment outside of her home 
has abated little; in fact, it has re- 
ceived considerable impetus during the 
period of the depression. Testimony to 
this effect lies in the fact that legis- 
latures of twenty-seven states in 1939 
considered bills to curtail the right of 
women to public or private employment 


. and even in 1941, with depression con- 


ditions being rapidly offset by defense 
efforts, ten states considered such meas- 
ures. One of these, Massachusetts, had 
before its Legislature a resolution call- 
ing for an amendment to their organic 
law to make constitutional such discrim- 
inations. 

It can hardly be too strongly em- 
phasized that the temporary character 
of the average woman’s employment 
gives rise to most of the discriminations 
from which all women suffer. 

As long as women themselves can be 
divided on the issue of woman’s right 
to continuing employment outside her 
home, there is little hope that any 
woman will find it possible to compete 
on equal terms in such matters as educa- 


tional opportunities, particularly oppor- 


tunities for advanced study, salary, ad- 
vancement to the preferred positions 
which the profession of education af- 
fords, official positions in professional 
organizations, and the like with a sex 
that enters upon employment with the 


_ idea of a life tenure. Only as women 


come to realize through a careful study 
of the available evidence how they are 
handicapped by public assumption of the 
temporary character of their service will 
it be possible to make appreciable strides 
in overcoming the bars to the profes- 
sional progress of women teachers. 
Many women teachers are yet un- 
aware how their ranks are thinning. 
For example, in one state, exclusive of 
a single metropolitan district, last year 
the ratio of men to women teachers 
in the elementary and secondary fields 
was 1 to 2.78! Most women admit free- 


ly the need for a teaching profession that 
is not the exclusive hunting ground of 
either sex. But one may well wonder 
how far the pendulum may swing to- 
wards more men in view of rising pro- 
fessional standards that make prepara- 
tion for teaching feasible only if it is 
to be undertaken as a life work. 


The first necessity to a general un- 
derstanding of our problem seems to be 
the general availability of materials 
upon which study and discussion may 
be based. A reference list to study ma- 
terials may be obtained at this conven- 
tion. This bibliography lays no claims ~ 
to completeness or even adequacy, but 
it is hoped that it will open the way for 
state committees to expand it greatly 
and exercise critical judgment upon 
additional materials. 


The second need is for some sort: 
of guide to study and discussion. It is 
hoped that a series of discussion guides 
on the subjects under consideration in 
the equal opportunities conference group 
this afternoon may be produced soon. 
If genuine progress toward understand- 
ing is to be made, there would seem to 
be a necessity for chapter committees 
to organize themselves as permanent 
study groups to meet at frequent inter- 
vals. It is possible that more of the 
chapter members may be involved in 
such study if a special committee is 
set up to consider a specific problem. 
Such special committee may be headed 
by a member of the chapter’s com- 
mittee on equal opportunities, while it 
includes other members of the chapter 
in its membership. It seems important 
in view of the avowed purposes of Delta 
‘Kappa Gamma, that these chapter com- 
mittees have two or three opportunities, 
as a very minimum, to report the out- 
comes of their study and discussion to 
the entire chapter. Chapter committee 
reports submitted annually to the chair- 
men of the state committees on equal 
opportunities should include copies of all 
materials produced by this study and 
discussion effort, and copies of such 
materials should be available to each 
chapter member. 


Third, we request that the Committee 
on Equal Opportunities of the National 
Society of Delta Kappa Gamma be em- 
powered to take whatever steps may be 
necessary to induce some national organ- 
ization with adequate research facilities 
to undertake a study of the whole field 
of discriminations because of sex during 
the coming year. This study would 
afford comparisons regarding prepara- 
tion, teaching effectiveness, professional 
growth, community activities, depend- 
ency load, participation in local, state, 
and national professional organizations, 
particularly as officers or members of 
major committees, and other items that 
enable the teaching profession and the 
public to see the full picture of the status 
of the woman teacher. We shall then 
be able to talk on the basis of facts, 


| | 
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and we are confident that the facts 
will carry conviction that any type of 
discrimination based solely on sex is 
both undemocratic and unjustified. 

A fourth proposal is that a special 
committee be set up to study the rights 
of women under the Constitution and the 
feasibility of the Delta Kappa Gamma 
Society’s carrying cases of unjustified 
dismissals to the courts, even if it may 
be to the United States Supreme Court. 
If the committee reaches the conclusion 
that the present trend in court decisions 
indicates that such action would be feas- 
ible, then it may recommend that the 
" budget of the Delta Kappa Gamma 
Society include an item for legal advice 
touching upon the general problem 
and also an item that may be ap- 
plied to court costs in the event 
that the Society finds it advisable to 
carry a case or cases through the courts. 
This committee we would have appointed 
immediately following the approval of 
this recommendation by this body. It 
should be .called upon to report to the 
executive board of the Society not later 
than March 1, 1942. 

A fifth proposal is that the executive 
board of the National Society of Delta 
Kappa Gamma consider the advisability 
of providing in the 1942-’43 budget for 
the employment of a secretary to the 
Committee on Equal Opportunities. It 
is possible that some woman engaged 
in graduate study may, by devoting part 
time to this effort, produce materials 
needed to keep members of the national, 
state, and local chapter committees in- 
formed of developments as they occur. 
We believe it is the policy of other 
women’s organizations to employ such 
a paid secretary for committees in fields 
as technical as this involving the legal 
status of women, particularly in the ab- 
sence of a central research agency. It is 
doubtful that an employed woman will 
find it possible to devote time to the 
work of the Committee on Equal Oppor- 
tunities sufficient to give real vitality to 
the study of the problems of discrimina- 
tions practiced upon women teachers, 
out of which will grow policies for an 
attack upon these problems. 

A sixth proposal is that proper steps 
be taken immediately to consider action 
needed to award Delta Kappa Gamma 
scholarships only to women who propose 
to engage in some field of research 
especially vital to women in education. 

There are many organizations that 
are giving encouragement to pure re- 
search but very few that are exercising 
any zeal in removing the handicaps that 
make difficult the path of women in the 
profession of education. 

Women are being rediscovered as 
workers in the interval of feverish 
preparation for defense. It seems not 
unlikely that a redoubling of effort te 
insure economic equality at this juncture 
may be well timed. Democracy is weak- 
ened to the extent that prejudices and 
discriminations against any of its cit- 


izens are permitted to survive.. The 
rights of the individual are much more 
likely to be curtailed in time of war, 
and unless women are particularly alert 
in this period when all democratic prin- 
ciples are threatened, they may find 
irreparable damage done to their hard- 
earned rights and privileges. 

This report is respectfully submitted.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 
LETTERS AND PUB- 
- LICATIONS 


HE work of the Chairman of the 

Committee on Letters and Publica- 
tions has included, in addition to edit- 
ing the 1941 revision of the Handbook, 
an attempt to clarify and coordinate the 
duties of the national, state, and chap- 
ter. committees, since their duties have 
not been specifically defined. In order 
to learn how the various state commit- 
tees have interpreted their duties, a 
digest was made of. the activities and 
procedures recorded in the official re- 
ports received in July, with nineteen 
states reporting. The summary was then 
distributed to all national committee 
members and to all state chairmen whose 
names were known. A _ request was 
made for an evaluation of each item 
listed and for recommendations. Four- 
teen replies were received and sum- 
marized for consideration by the Com- 
mittee. A report of the recommendations 
is attached. 


I. Newsletters. All who replied ap- 
proved the policy of supplementing the 
efforts of the Editor of the Bulletin by 
letters from the state chairmen to the 
local chairmen on Letters and Publica- 
tions and some recommended that in- 
structions adapted to the local situation 
should be sent early in the year to pre- 
vent the uncertainty now existing as to 
the work of the committee. 


Most of those responding approved a 
follow-up reminder to chapter chairmen 
who neglect sending the required news- 
letters. 


The suggestion that the State chair- 
man serve as a clearing house for the 
publicity sent to the state press and for 
articles, poems, news items, etc., sent to 
the Bulletin brought out conflicting views. 
Argument for the negative: “The chapter 
is the unit of the society and it is un- 
democratic and ill-advised to restrict its 
autonomy.” “Educate, but do not cen- 
sor!” (This does not necessarily preclude 
editing upon request.) Argument for the 
affirmative: “dignified publicity, and let- 
ters of greater professional interest and | 
better quality.” 


Il. Publicity. The suggestion of a 
regional division of responsibilities by 
the assignment to the members of the 
state committee the general and special 
publicity of state-wide interest, was. fa- 
vored by all except one who had tried 
it and found it confusing. This member 
prefers the appointment of trained press- 
chairmen in the various centers of the 
state. Another says that it would be 
confusing to use both agencies. Several 
mention the importance of knowing how 
to handle publicity and stress the value 
of facts rather than opinions and glowing

REPORT OF HEADQUARTERS 
BUILDING COMMITTEE 


T is the unanimous opinion of the Com- 

mittee that any attempts to erect a 
headquarters building at the present 
time would be unwise and unsound. The 
National Defense Program must have 
precedence over personal desires and 
this program is making heavy demands 
on man-power and material. The ex- 
perience of builders who have been con- 
sulted shows that it would be exceedingly 
difficult if not impossible, to secure build- 
ing materials and the price would be 

The Committee is seinen op- 
posed to saddling the organization with 
debt. There is in the Permanent Fund 


at the present time about $13,000. The 
cost of an appropriate building adapted 
to future as well as present needs would 
probably be $100,000 in normal times— 


much more if built now. The difference 


between the amount available and the 
amount necessary is too great to war- 
rant serious consideration of immediate 
building. Fortunately, the need for 
space will be met for the present by the 
additional rooms which the Executive 
Secretary has made available to the 
Society at half the cost of-the rent of 
a down-town office. It is hoped that by 
the time Delta Kappa’ Gamma has out- 
grown 1909 Cliff Street, ite new ’ home 
may, be ready. 


The Committee is sind very earnest 


‘eonsideration tothe type of building 
.to. be. erected... As. one member said, 


“We want a building that has all the 
dignity and beauty, as well as the func- 
tional values, that a professional fra- 
ternity’s house should possess.” If this 
were all the problem would be compar- 
atively simple, but it is complicated by 
the necessity that the building be as 
nearly self-supporting as possible. The 
Committee intends during the coming 
year to collect all information possible 
from other organizations that have head- 
quarters buildings and to present to the 
1942 Convention very definite informa- 


tion.

language. It is emphasized that capable 
writers should be appointed to the publi- 
cations committees. 


III. State Publications. The publica- 
tion of special articles, biographies of 
pioneer women teachers, state directories, 
etc., by the state received little comment. 
Some states are doing this; others state 
that they are not ready for such an 
undertaking, but approve the practice. 


IV. Exhibits. Some expressed enthu- 
siasm over exhibits of publicity material 
at conventions because of their stimula- 
tion of interest and setting of standards. 
Others warn against cheap publicity and 
would restrict exhibits to yearbooks, 
copies of educational contributions, and 
records of educational service and 
achievement. 


V. The suggestion of a School of In- 
struction appealed to a few committee 
members. Others think a business-like 
letter with practical advice a more ef- 
fective means of aiding the committee. 


Recommendations of Policies to Co- 
ordinate the Work of National, State 
and Local Committees on 
Publication 


1. Suggestions from National and 
State chairmen to chapter chairmen are 
most effective early in the school year. 
Since addresses are difficult to obtain at 
that time, permission might be obtained 
from the State President to enclose a 
circular letter with her annual message 
to chapter presidents, for delivery to 
the committee chairman. 


2. Important publicity material of 
state or national significance may be 
distributed to specially selected press 
representatives in strategic centers of 
the state. State chairmen may be quali- 
fied to undertake such service. 


3. Writers of newsletters may be re- 
ferred to the Handbook, 1941 Edition, 
pp. 23-25, for instruction not otherwise 
supplied. Emphasize the desirability of 
stressing achievement and _ activities 
tending to promote the adopted program. 


4. State Publications Committees 
should consider the desirability of en- 
couraging publication by the State of 
research problems undertaken in the 
National and State Programs and de- 
vising other means of coordinating re- 
search done by chapters. 


5. The quality of exhibits of state and 
local publicity materials should be kept 
in mind as well as the amount.

BERSHIP COMMITTEE 


ieee National Membership Committee 

presented the names of six women 
who are nationally known for their serv- 
ices to education or to women, for the 
consideration of delegates to the Twelfth 
Annual Convention of the Delta Kap- 
pa Gamma Society. The two elected as 
national honorary members were: Mary 
Ellen Chase, well known author and 
lecturer, who is Professor of English 
Literature at Smith College; and Mrs. 
Frances Jaffery Harriman, former 
American Minister to Norway, who is 
at present serving on the newly formed 
Nutrition Committee, heading up the 
Woman’s Division of the Committee to 
Defend America. The two elected as al- 
ternates were: Mrs. Sadie Orr Dunbar, 
of Portland, Oregon, who is immediate 
past-president of the General Federation 
of Women’s Clubs; and Mrs. Hattie Car- 
away, United States Senator from 
Arkansas. 

Since the increase in Delta Kappa 
Gamma membership will be found in 
the Progress Report, it will not be re- 
peated here. As frequent requests for 
guidance are received, the National 


Membership Committee has taken ad-. 


vantage of this opportunity to offer a 
few suggestions on certain problems 
that seem to be rather common. Al- 
though the suggestions given are prob- 
ably more applicable to state members, 
it is hoped that Chapter Membership 
Committees will find something helpful 
under the following four headings: 


I. Growing Soundly Versus Slowly 

1. All members of Membership Commit- 
tees, whether local, state, or national, 
should familiarize themselves with 
“Suggestions for Membership Com- 
mittees” on pp. 25-30 of the 1941 
Handbook. 

2. Each Chapter and State Membership 
Committee should make an inventory 
of their present status and rate 
of growth during the past year, and 
compare this with the recommenda- 
tions of the National Executive Board 
for growth in 1941-42. 

8. Make a tabular presentation of pres- 
ent and potential membership—show 
the total number and percentage of 
women teachers within the local unit, 
the number and percentage of mem- 
bers at present, and when the full 
Delta Kappa Gamma quota is reached. 

4. Make a state Delta Kappa Gamma 
map, showing the geographical dis- 
tribution of members by counties or 
chapters. ' 

5. Present graphically the number and 
percentage of members representing 
each type of teaching position within 
the local unit, 

6. List the number of active, associate 
and honorary members for each year

you have been organized, and diag- 
nose carefully if there are any un- 
healthy trends. 

7. Acquaint your members with the find- 
ings from your study and enlist their 
suggestions and cooperation in filling 
your quota with outstanding leaders 
as rapidly as conditions permit. 


Il. Finding Eligible Members in Un- 

organized Areas 

1. Weigh achievement and leadership 
qualities of prospective members as 
objectively as possible, especially 
when considering personal friends. 
Have a definite person in each system 
or school responsible for finding and 
making recommendations to the Mem- 
bership ‘Committee. 

2. Request all members to keep alert to 
recognize and report leadership found 
when visiting other systems, partici- 
pating in educational meetings, or 
when attending summer sessions of 
colleges and universities. 

3. Write or confer with deans and col- 
lege presidents, superintendents, su- 
pervisors and principals, and leaders 
of community organizations to as- 
certain who are the most outstanding 
women of their acquaintance. 

state educational journals, 
programs of professional and lay or- 
ganizations, to note teachers accept- 
ing responsibility for leadership. 

5. Consult directories of national ed- 
ucational organizations—some states 
have directories which are helpful, 
but it should be remembered that they 
are not selective. 


Ill. Getting Accurate Information 
About Persons Proposed for 
Membership 

1. Require information blanks to be 
filled out for all persons proposed for 
membership, and keep these recom- 
mendations in the permanent file, add- 
ing other data as it is found. 

2. Ask the individuals or organizations 
from whom you get recommendations 
to give information as to special 
achievement, personal qualities, and 
personal and professional reputation. 

3. Confer with representatives of the 
State Department of Education, Ex- 
ecutive Secretary, officers of profes- 
sional organizations, leaders in com- 
munity organizations, such as the 
American Association of University 
Women, the Parent-Teachers Asso- 
ciation, etc., for additional informa- 
tion regarding activities of persons 
being considered. 

4. Confidential information may often 
be secured from state and college 
Appointment Bureaus, when other 
sources are not available. 


5. Get a sort of jury verdict by confer- 
ring with several people, preferably 
not personal friends, who know the 
persons under consideration and their 
professional achievements. 


| 
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6. Utilize a secret investigating commit- 
tee as used by the Rotary Club, if 
local conditicns should warrant. 

7. Start a card index system of all 
women who are rendering a real 

.service to education and to women— 
give name, professional position, spe- 
cial contributions, and continue to 
add information as acquired. This will 
make it possible for a new Member- 

. ship Committee to profit by the find- 
ings and investigations of previous 


committees having this respon- 
sibility. 
IV. Voting on Those Proposed for 
Membership 


1. The Membership Committee should 
carefully investigate all persons sug- 
gested as members and report its 
recommendations—it is desirable to 
give briefly a person’s background, 
present position, qualifications and 
accomplishments, and special abilities. 
These reports may be mimeographed 
or given orally. 

2. To avoid blind voting, unnecessary 
blackballing, and acquiring undesir- 
able members, the information re- 
garding each proposed member should 
be presented a short time before the 
vote is taken—in case of chapters, 
two consecutive meetings may be 
used, and in case of state members, 
the data concerning each proposed 
member may precede or accompany 
the ballot which goes to the Member- 
ship Committee. 

3. After names are presented, the Mem- 
bership Committee may informally 
secure additional information on the 
worthiness of women recommended. 
Any one knowing any reason why 
a person proposed for membership is 
unworthy should be certain to inform 
some member of the Membership 
Committee prior to the time of elec- 
tion. If the reason given legitimately 

« ‘\disbars the person, the name should 
.be omitted from the ballot to avoid 
 blackballing or to give the Commit- 
tee time for further investigation.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 
ON THE PROGRAM 


Madame President and Members of the 
National Executive Board of Delta 

Kappa Gamma: 

Twenty-four months ago, the present 
Program Committee was asked to under- 
take the development of a program for 
the national organization which should 

’ be fundamental enough to motivate our 
efforts for a period of several years, and 
flexible enough to be adapted to the 
needs of our varied situations. At the 
Asheville Convention in August, 1939, 
we tried to enunciate a program based 
upon five fundamental theses. These 
‘basic resolutions called, first of all, for 


| 
bas. 
; 
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a close and continued collaboration with 
other forward-looking educational agen- 
cies, such as the National Education As- 
sociation, the American Association of 
University Women, the Association for 
Child Education, Kappa Delta Pi, the 
Parent Teachers Association, the Ameri- 
ean Council on Education, and others. 
It was felt that mutual assistance in 
research might result and there might 
be a helpful interchange of publicity, and 
tremendous moral support in matters of 
current educational moment might be 
envolved if such policies were pursued. 

The second recommendation concerned 
itself with a pledge that we search, as 
an organization, for pertinent informa- 
tion on questions of crucial concern to 
women in education; that we pledge our- 
selves to a discussion of these problems 
by prominent speakers and panels of 
members in our respective communities, 
to the end that these programs might 
eventuate, at least in some cases, in a 
solution of vexatious problems in the 
specific local: situations involved. 

The third thesis on which we based our 

program was that the organization 
should select, each year, from a list of 
problems submitted, a specific one for 
study, and that the national organization 
devote some money to the collection of 
available pertinent data on that prob- 
lem, to their coordination, analysis, and 
interpretation; and from those assem- 
bled data, a research bulletin of re- 
spectable size and compass might be pre- 


The fourth basic policy was that two 
pages in each issue of our quarterly 
bulletin be devoted to a discussion of the 
problems under current consideration, to 
suggestions for our guidance in devel- 
oping programs, to stimulating book re- 
views, and to helpful bibliographies. 

Our last thesis was that the organ- 
ization pledge itself to a consideration 


-of ways of enriching women teachers’ 


personal lives, and developing among 
them more dynamic personalities. 

I have taken the time to recite these 
basic resolutions to remind you of the 
necessity for some fundamental, direct- 
ing policies on the basis of which the 
Program Committee felt that its activ- 
ities must be developed. In these basic 


policies there was surely enough chal- . 


lenge to direct our efforts for the ensuing 
five years, the period for which the pro- 
gram was planned. 

The specific problems growing out of 
a consideration of these basic operating 
resolutions were as follows. 

First, a study in all local areas of the 
selection: of candidates for all teacher 
training institutions. These standards 
of selection still vary widely and very 
unsatisfactorily. If we, as Delta Kappa 
Gamma women, are interested in placing 
emphasis on skill and distinction in 
teaching, then the whole problem of 
selecting candidates for teaching is a 
matter of tremendous moment to us. It 
is clear that an organization composed 


of more than fifteen thousand women 
teachers, chosen because of distinction 
in teaching, can render in this field an 
inestimable service, if the. study of the 
problem is undertaken with care in 
every community. 

The second problem had to do with 
the study of salary schedules for ele- 
mentary and high school teachers when 
equal preparation ar.d experience are de- 
manded. 

The third had to de with the enrich- 
ment of women teachers’ personal lives 
and all of the concomitants of such a 
topic—such as ways of managing one’s 
finances intelligently, of choosing suit- 
able clothes, of developing practicable 
hobbies, of maintaining emotional stabil- 
ity, and of acquiring that type of charm 
that is a practical asset. 

The fourth problem concerned itself 
with the status of married teachers. 

The fifth had to do with tenure and 
retirement, and had, as its chief con- 
cern, an analysis of the provisions of 
tenure throughout the country, and the 
conditions under which in many com- 
munities tenure becomes not tenure. 

The sixth one had to do with the rea- 
sons for discharging women teachers 
and, in many cases, replacing them with 
men, and looked to a consideration of 
the ways in which local organizations 
can remedy such conditions. 

Such was the basic program devel- 
oped in the first report of this Program 
Committee. Following the lines of its 
recommendations, the Executive Board 
decided upon the general subject of “Un- 
just Discriminations” as the focus of 
our attention last year. At the Na- 
tional Convention in March of last year, 
after only seven months of work, it was 
clear that marked progress had been 
made. An overwhelming number of 
chapters had focused their attention on 
the general topic of “Unjust Discrim- 


inations,” choosing a particular phase. 


of discrimination against women, e. g., 
salary inequalities, or discriminations 
against married women, or unjust 
grounds for the dismissal of women 
teachers, as the main topic of consid- 
eration. The choice varied with respect 
to the conditions in the various local 
communities. There was heartening evi- 
dence that Delta Kappa Gamma women 
all over the country had been doing a 
great deal of thinking along these lines; 
that they had seized with enthusiasm 
upon the suggestions of the Program 
Committee as they were published from 
time to time in The Bulletin. There was 
a great deal of evidence of coordination 
of effort such as the organization had 
never experienced before. 

Just how much practical improvement 
of conditions was effected by the in- 
terest and discussion of hundreds of 
chapters is, of course, problematic. Cer- 
tainly, nothing but good, however, could 
have evolved from the group. thinking 
on these matters of crucial concern to 
women in education. The work had been 


proceeding along these lines during this 
year, and there had been evidence in 
the hundreds of reports already re- 
ceived of the closer coordination of effort 
all over the country. 

The preparation of a research bulletin 
on Protecting the Employment Status of 
Women, which was recommended by the 
Committee last year, has been delayed 
for a number of reasons which are not 
directly attributable to any one factor. 
It necessitated the time and effort of a 
number of skilled and experienced peo- 
ple who could devote considerable at- 
tention to the matter. I think the Na- 
tional President has the matter under 
serious consideration, but, so far, has 
been unable to get the bulletin under 
way because of the lack of available 
people to undertake its preparation. 

The Committee also recommended at 
that time that a series of prizes of 
$50, $25, $10, respectively, be offered by 
the organization for the best essay sub- 
mitted by members on the subject, “How 
Can Our Organization Help to Safeguard 
the Employment Status of Women?” 
That essay contest has been announced 
for a number of months, and we are 


hoping to secure a number of very fine | 


manuscripts which can be published not 
only in our own bulletin, but perhaps in 
other professional journals and women’s 
magazines. 

The Committee recommended as well 
that we undertake a new activity this 
year, choosing as the subject another of 
those topics previously listed. The topic 
selected was that perplexing one of the 
selection of candidates for teacher edu- 
cation institutions. It is strange, how- 
ever, how many vexatious factors can 
come into the picture to delay the de- 
velopment of such a study. We now 
have, however, plans made for close 
collaboration with the Commission on 
Teacher Education of the American 
Council. We hope that before many 
months have gone by we shall be able 
to report some progress along this line, 
and we are expecting to send out to all 
State Presidents and their respective 
Program Chairmen suggestions of how 
this study may be conducted. 


One of the most heartening phases of . 


the reports from chapters all over 
the country last year was the amount 
of time and attention being devoted to 
the topic of how best to enrich women 
teachers’ personal lives. There seems to 
be more and more evidence that various 
facets of that topic are engaging the 
earnest attention of the women who are 
members of Delta Kappa Gamma. 
Such, in brief, is the program of your 
National Program Committee during the 
past twenty-four months. A recital so 
sketchy must inevitably omit any dis- 
cussion of the many letters of sugges- 
tion and guidance that have gone out to 
Program Chairmen and committees all 
over the country; of the regular articles 
appearing in The Bulletin from the pens 


- of various members of the Program 


— 
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Committee; of the growing feeling of 


oneness which a common program of 


work is bound to engender; of the waxing 
enthusiasm for the work of Delta Kappa 
Gamma. All of these things are evident, 
but they are not enough. Every chapter 
should feel a responsibility for further- 
ing the work of the National Program, 
and for sending suggestions for change 
and improvement to the Chairman of 
the committee. Almost unbelievable im- 


provement has been made in the last 


two years. The fifteen thousand of the 
nation’s picked women teachers with co- 
ordinated effort can do much more. 
Another field of endeavor which has 
been recently announced and to which, 
it seems to me, all Delta Kappa Gamma 
women can give their hearty and enthu- 
siastic support, is the project of col- 
lecting materials on the lives of 


_ pioneer women teachers. All Delta 


Kappa Gamma members have been in- 
terested vitally in the growing and im- 
pressive collection of figurines represent- 
ing pioneer teachers. Those of you who 
have been fortunate enough to attend the 
National. Convention will remember that 
one of the most impressive features of 
the entire program was the one in 


which the several states presented these - 


miniature prototypes of their great wom- 
en. Because we feel that in bringing 
such women to our interest and atten- 
tion in an enduring fashion is important, 
the Program Committee with the approv- 
al of the National officers is proposing 
a supplement to the activity already in- 
itiated. 

One of the greatest needs to establish 
and dignify the contributions and the 
status of women in this country is to 
have in our National Archives substan- 
tial and authentic records of our great 
women, many of whom, except in the 
hearts of those whose lives they touched 
or in the folklore of their communities, 
are unknown. It is because many of us 
believe that Delta Kappa Gamma can 
render a distinguished service both to 
women and the authentic history of our 
nation, that we are making this appeal 
to every chapter in the country. 

All of you are interested now in se- 
lecting some outstanding woman whose 
achievements in education have _ ren- 
dered her worthy of a distinguished 
honor. We are asking, therefore, that 
as a part of the program for the en- 
suing few years, every chapter will 
make it a matter of primary concern 
to gather all possible materials in the 
way of manuscripts, letters, authoritative 
documents, legends, and personal remi- 
niscences, about the woman or women 


_you select for inclusion in group of 


pioneer women educators. All materials 
should be collected and turned in for 


‘ gafe-keeping to your State Program 


Chairman, who, in turn, when the plans 
are more fully organized, will send it 
to the National Program Chairman. 
Inevitably, you will encounter much 
of this material when you select the 


woman educator for the figurine for your 
state. Undoubtedly, if you explain the 
project to relatives and friends, they 
will be willing to contribute materials 
of this kind if the person concerned 
thereby attains some honor and distinc- 
tion which she otherwise might not have 

It will necessitate several-years to 
collect a substantial body of materials, 
but it is proposed when enough materials 
are collected, to embody the stories of 
these women in a book, which would be 
a romantic, moving, and colorful story 
of the lives of women educators who, 
save in the memory of those whose lives 
they ennobled, might be forgotten. 
The book would be published under the 
aegis of Delta Kappa Gamma, and it is 
hoped would be a contribution not only 
to the worthwhile educational literature 
of this country but also to the great’ and 
moving story of womankind in America. 

When you examine the available liter- 
ature about our great women educators, 
you find that it is relatively scanty, aside 
from the distinguished biographies of 
Alice Freeman Palmer, Mary Lyon, and 
a very few others. The exciting stories 
= great women teachers have not been 
told. 

It is proposed further when the com- 
mittee who will have the responsibility 
for writing these stories for publication 
have finished with the collected materials, 
that they be turned over as a gift from 
Delta Kappa Gamma to Women’s Ar- 
chives and thus become a part of the 
enduring memorial to the great women 
of America. Mrs. Mary Beard, the his- 
torian, is greatly interested in the proj- 
ect and feels that it is the kind of sub- 
stantial and memorable contribution to 
the interests of women that only an or- 
ganization such as Delta Kappa Gamma 
can make. 

You can have and should have a part 
in this undertaking. It will be a success 
only so far as you are willing to par- 
ticipate. Will you not, therefore, im- 
mediately begin to investigate the pos- 
sibilities in your own communities of 
helping to collect these materials? From 
every corner of these United States 
should come a thrilling response to an 
appeal like this. For in such an under- 
taking all of us will have succeeded in 
dignifying immeasurably the incalcula- 
ble impetus which the women of this 
country have given to the education of 
America. On another page you will find 
copies of the materials sent to all State 
Program Chairmen which outline pro- 
cedures for this undertaking. 

RECOMMENDATIONS: 

1. That a national committee be em- 
powered to direct and develop a study 
on the selection of candidates for 
teacher education institutions. That 
such a committee should develop con- 
tacts and exchanges of ideas with 
the Commission on Teacher Educa- 
tion of the American Council on Edu- 
cation. That body had indicated its 


willingness to provide some consulta- 
tive service and also to make avail- 


“able any materials which it has con- 


cerning selection. 


a. It is suggested that this study 
should be more than a survey of 
current practices, but that by 
means of certain established cri- 
teria, 50 or 75 best examples of 
present practice should be col- 
lected, analyzed, and distributed. 

b. It is recommended that the Na- 
tional Committee, in collaboration 
with members of the Commission 
on Teacher Education, should set 
up criteria on the basis of which 
the practices in various institu- 
tions could be analyzed and evalu- 
ated. 
It is suggested further that illus- 
trations of practices should be 
drawn not only from teachers col- 
leges but from departments of 
education in the large colleges and 
universities. 

d. It.is suggested also that in in- 
stitutions where an adequate pro- 
gram of selective admissions has 
been developed it would be prof- 
itable to obtain from such insti- 
tutions a picture of the steps fol- 
lowed in developing the program. 

e. It is recommended further that if 
deemed wise by the Executive 
Board to pursue this study, 
some fund should be made avail- 
able to make it possible to secure 
the necessary secretarial help and 
the attendance of committee mem- 
bers at such necessary meetings 
as might be called for the pur- 
pose of coordinating effort. The 
Program Committee earnestly 
urges the necessity of this upon 
the Executive Board. If adequate 
funds are not made available for 
work such as this, we shall never 
be able to reach the goals we have 
set for ourselves. 


c 


. That the project concerned with the 


collection of materials on pioneer 
women educators be given every pos- 
sible impetus by the Executive Board, 
by State Presidents, and by Program 
Chairmen. 


. That in areas where no parts of the 


National Program as set up two 
years ago have been developed, the 
chapters should be encouraged by 
their State Program Chairmen to 
choose certain parts of the program 
already set up for study and discus- 
sion. 


. That the National Program Commit- 


tee be given some consistent paid 
secretarial help if it is to be expected 
to send out adequate materials. Up 
to this time the secretarial help af- 
forded has been largely attributable 
to N.Y.A. diverted from its regular 
duties or a very small amount of 
paid assistance when the emergency 
became too great. 
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5. That State Presidents and State Pro- IV. Desired outcomes: : 


gram Chairmen consider it an obli- 
gation to familiarize themselves with 
the materials circularized through 
the medium of the Bulletin. Many 
suggestions and materials have gone 
out through that medium which have 
never been utilized or even read by 
Program Chairmen. In consequence 
there are repeated requests for iden- 
tical suggestions, or complaints that 
the National Program Chairman has 
not been helpful. 

That emphasis should continue to be 
placed on that aspect of the National 
Program which has to do with the 
various ways of enriching women 
teachers’ ;ersonal lives and develop- 
ing among them more dynamic per- 
sonalities. It is suggested that these 
ends are not necessarily attained only 
through social occasions, teas, elabo- 
rate dinners, etc. Many suggestions 
have already been made by letter 
and through the columns of the Bul- 
letin for achieving these ends. 


. That all State Program Chairmen 


make an earnest effort to direct the 
work of their respective states and 
secure a well-planned, coordinated 
program early in the year so that 
these programs may be transmitted 
at a much earlier date to the Na- 
tional Program Chairman. This will 
make it possible to determine whether 
the suggestions of the Program Com- 
mittee have been followed.

It is hoped that this undertaking will 
be a real contribution to education, but 
if it is to represent the work of women 
in the entire country, no portion of any 
state must be overlooked. It is vitally 
important that a local Research Chair- 
man be named immediately by the re- 
spective Chapter Presidents. The co- 
ordination of the work of the various 
chapters may be assured either through 
the State Program Chairman or through 
a special Research Committee named by 
the State President. However this is 
done, there should be some provision 
for bringing materials together so that 
they may be forwarded and utilized to 
the greatest possible advantage.

interest or significance. Ascer-

Verify data by testimony of 
at least six other people con- 
cerning the general fitness of 
the teacher for recognition. Be 
sure that more than one inter- 
view is recorded. 
Documentary Evidence: Fol- 
low same procedure as_ indi- 
eated for preparation of the 
ecards on interviews.

C. Books or Magazine Articles: 

Follow the same general di- 

rections. 


Collections of all pertinent ma- 
terials will be of material value 
in compiling these studies. Be sure 
that photographs are marked on 
the back with the full name of 
the teacher, her home address, 
and if possible, the date on which 
the photograph is made. Any 
other materials such as photo- 
graphs of old school houses, old 
plan books, manuals of instruc- 
tion, diaries, journals, or other 
available data will be of tremen- 
dous service. 


- Consult files of local newspapers 


for leads in discovering possible 
sources of material. 


- Necrology reports in the minutes 


of local, county, and state teach- 
ers meetings and other organiza- 
tion minutes may be invaluable 
aids. 
Be sure that all the rules for the 
preparation of good manuscript 
are observed. Any cases of un- 
usual spelling should be clearly 
noted. Any unusual or difficult 
words should be printed rather 
than written. If possible, material 
should be typed. 
Any further data already avail- 
able in printed form should be 
noted in a carefully compiled bib- 
liography. The author’s full name, 
complete title of work, place and 
date of publication should all be 
given. 
If there are any other possibili- 
ties or sources of information, 
please include them in the ma- 
terials submitted to the State Pro- 
gram Chairmen. Any further 
questions or suggestions for mak- 
ing the project a success should 
be referred to the National Pro- 
gram Chairman.

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REPORT OF THE RETIREMENT 
COMMITTEE 


Svar aim of all teachers, interested in 
a businesslike plan for retiring those 
who have served long and faithfully, is 
to advance the Teacher Retirement move- 
ment for the future financial protection 
of the entire profession, “setting up an 
orderly release from active service” in- 
stead of offering minimum or “floor” 
foundation for subsistence. 

So far, there are state-wide Retire- 
ment Systems in twenty-nine states and 
pension plans in four states. There are, 
in addition, many local provisions for 
Teacher Retirement. Valuable material 
on these various Funds, both state and 
local, have been distributed to all State 
Chairmen. 

The attempt to formulate an outline 
of procedure to establish a state-wide 
Retirement Law in every state has been 
difficult because conditions vary. The 
following suggestions, however, deducted 
from successful experience with the for- 
mulation of Retirement Laws, are pre- 
sented: 

1. Secure the services of a competent 
actuary. 

2. Work for a Retirement Law with 
the state as a contractual and contribut- 
ing member, to insure stability and con- 
tinuity. 

8. Avoid the use of the word “pen- 
sion.” Emphasize “annuity” or “a fu- 
ture income” paid for by the teacher 
and the state. 

4. Discourage inclusion in the Na- 
tional Social Security Act, which would 
hamper the enactment of a Retirement 


w. 

5. Finally, consult the National Coun- 
cil on Teacher Retirement of the Na- 
tional Education Association, since this 
council is a group of technicians whose 
wisdom and decision constitute unde- 
niable authority. 

The future is before us. There are 
proposed Retirement Systems to be en- 
acted into State Laws. There are exist- 
ing sound systems to be defended. The 
Retirement Committee urges greater in- 
formation on all Retirement matters 
through the State Chairmen. It urges, 
also, that teachers present a unified 
front when appealing to their Legisla- 
ture and the public for a Retirement 
Law, submerging their minor differences 
in a common effort for mutual benefit.

Recommendations of Committee 


The Committee on Time and Place of 
the 1942 Convention of Delta Kappa 
Gamma, after studying the wishes ex- 
pressed by the chapters, national officers, 
and national founders, makes the fol- 
lowing recommendations: 

Whereas the members of Delta Kappa 
Gamma are engaged in all types of edu- 
cational work, no one time of the year 
will suit all. Therefore it is recom- 
mended that: 

The national convention of Delta Kap- 
pa Gamma be held one year at the time 
most convenient for the public school 
teachers—immediately before or after 
and in the neighborhood of the summer 
convention of the National Education 
Association. In alternate years the con- 
vention should be held: at the time pre- 
ferred by college teachers—about the 
middle of August, the place to be im- 
partially selected from various parts of 
the nation. 

Since the convention is being held this 
year at the time most convenient for 
college teachers, the Committee respect- 
fully suggests that a time just before 
or after the convention of the National 
Education Association be selected for 
the 1942 national convention of Delta 
Kappa Gamma. Since the National Edu- 
cation Association meets in Denver in 
1942 and since Delta Kappa Gamma met 
in Denver rather recently, we recom- 
mend that the 1942 national convention 
of Delta Kappa Gamma be held either 
in Salt Lake City or Yellowstone Park.

In the discussion of this report it was 

felt by a number of members of the 


National Executive Board that a time 
just before or just after the convention 
of the National Education Association 
would not be feasible, because many 
other organizations to which Delta Kap- 
pa Gammas also belong, hold their con- 
ventions at this time. 

The third week in August was strong- 
ly objected to on the ground that, at 
that time, a large number of our mem- 
bers are either teaching in summer 
schools, or attending them. 

It was also thought that an insuf- 
ficient unanimity of opinion had been 
expressed by our members to be a guide 
to the board. The work of the commit- 
tee in gathering facts was appreciated, 
but the facts obtained from the ques- 
tionnaire were felt to be inconclusive. 

The point was urged by some mem- 
bers that the fourth week in August is 
a time when more teachers are free than 
at any other one period during the year, 
and that the first part of this week should 
become a permanent meeting-time for 
the National Delta Kappa Gamma Con- 
vention. 

A strong sentiment was expressed for 
holding the next convention in the cen- 
tral part of the United States. 

A resolution was passed, thanking the 
committee for its work. 

The time of the 1942 convention was 
then set as the first part of the fourth 
week of August, 1942, and the city of 
St. Louis, Missouri was chosen as the 
convention city.

In orderly fashion she manages her 
home, plans the work of her servants 
and arranges her own schedule. In her 
home is an office where, beyond the 
reach of the telephone, she answers let- 
ters, plans programs and reads serious 
material from early in the morning until 
six o’clock at night. Now, since her elec- 
tion to the presidency of the General 
Federation of Women’s Clubs, she com- 
mutes to Washington every day to the 
organization’s headquarters, and returns 
to her Baltimore home in time for dinner 
with her husband. 

Her husband is a manufacturer of 
automatic machinery. She was married 
to him eighteen years ago when, after 
studying medicine at the University of 
Pennsylvania, she came to Baltimore to 
study psychiatry at the Johns Hopkins 
University. 

Together they often go on week-end 
trips in their car along the Atlantic 
Coast. They are very companionable and 
Mr. Whitehurst is kindly disposed to- 
ward his wife’s club work and public 
service.

At the present time Mrs. Whitehurst 
is intensely interested in national de- 
fense. For it she is leading the mobili- 
zation of the Federation of Women’s 
Clubs and the cooperative activities of 
many other religious, professional, civic 
and fraternal groups among women. 

Mrs. Whitehurst thinks that all these 
organizations may supply millions of 
women for some part of defense work.

Problems of the Budget and 
Finance 


| of the first criticisms made by 


a new National President in past 
years, was, that the Delta Kappa Gamma 
Constitution gives to a president too 
much power; that the rights of those with 
whom she works are not sufficiently safe- 
guarded. While this may be true, it was 
the opinion of the makers of the Con- 
stitution that, since the President of a 
chapter, a state, or the National organ- 
ization, has great responsibilities, she 
should enjoy sufficient freedom to carry 
them out effectively. 

It is also true that since the funds 
of our organizations may be paid out only 
by checks issued by the Treasurer, this 
officer also has far-reaching powers. 

While it is a fact that in a majority 
of cases, both presidents and treasurers 
have worked harmoniously with their 
groups, it cannot be denied that there 
have been too many instances when these 
officers have exceeded their authority, 
with consequent dissatisfaction and dis- 
cord in the entire group. 

It seems a little strange that, occa- 
sionally, both presidents and treasurers 
grow to look upon the funds of an or- 
ganization as monies over which they 
have complete control, the disposal of 
which rests upon their individual judg- 
ment. This is by no means the case. It 
is likely that the National Executive Sec- 
retary is a good person to set such 
matters before our membership (1) be- 
eause she has had no budget troubles 
of her own, her fellow budget-officers 
having always shown a most liberal atti- 
tude in such matters, and (2) because she 
knows the details of budget-troubles in a 
number of states and chapters, she being 
the one to whom troubles and disagree- 
ments are most likely to be referred. 

While the Delta Kappa Gamma Con- 


stitution carries no provision for budget- 
making, the National Executive Board, 
early in, the history of our organization, 
set up a budget-procedure. This has 
been carried in our Handbook since its 
first publication, and appears’ in the 
1941 Handbook on page 18, 

In Delta Kappa Gamma, who are the 
budget-officers? The Board made them 
the President, the Treasurer, and the 
Executive Secretary (if there be one). 
This means, then, that the authority to 
decide how an organization’s funds shall 
be allotted is not vested in the Presi- 
dent alone, nor in any other officer 
alone. There should be an agreement 
among these three officers as to a just 
and wise division of funds for the activ- 
ities which must be financed. Nor is the 
matter left entirely to the judgment of 
these three officers. The Executive Board 
may modify or reject the budget. pro- 
posed. Instances are not lacking in which, 
in both chapters and state organizations, 
the Executive Boards, deeming the pro- 
posed allotment of funds unfair or un- 
wise, have made modifications. In ad- 
dition, the entire procedure is further 
safeguarded by reference to the entire 
body. The whole chapter or the entire 
convention, also passes upon the budget. 

This budget-procedure of Delta Kappa 
Gamma is in accordance with the best 
budget-procedures of most organizations. 
It entrusts the actual making of the 
budget to the officers who know, or 
should know, most about the business 
of the organization, and whose official 
actions require financing by specific ap- 
propriations; but it endeavors to safe- 
guard the rights of all by requiring con- 
firmation of the action of the budget- 
officers both by the Board and by the 
convention. 


Does this procedure give to the Pres- 


ident or the Treasurer a right, later on, 
to change any item of the budget, or to 
interpret it? It does not. An officer 
who attempts to do this, exceeds her au- 
thority. In cases of need, any budget 
officer may apply to the Board for a 
modification of the budget. This pro- 
posal must be carried by a majority vote 
of the Board, and this vote may be, and 
has been, taken by mail, when necessary. 

Has the Treasurer a right to refuse 
to pay a bill incurred by the President 
or by another officer, with the President’s 
approval? The Treasurer has no such 
right. So long as the expenditure comes 
within the budget and is approved by the 
President, she is exceeding her author- 
ity when she attempts to pass upon 
what is needed or what should be spent. 
The Treasurer is a budget-officer. She 
has a vote in making the budget. Fur- 
ther than this, she may not decide how 
the funds shall be spent, so long as, in 
the several categories, the amounts do 
not exceed the budget. 

Since this article is written with the 
purpose of clarifying budget-procedures, 
it may be well to state the kinds of ac- 
tion which, in the past, have resulted in 


more or less ill-feeling. In some cases, 
presidents have refused to make a budg- 
et. In other cases they have made a budg- 
et without submitting it for approval 
to the other two budget officers, and 
sometimes they have over-ridden the 
other two budget officers by presenting 
a budget of which they did not approve. 
Some presidents have allotted to their 
own use an undue proportion of the 
funds available for traveling expenses, 
refusing to the executive secretary a 
just proportion of such funds. As the 
Constitution prescribes for the secretary 
duties requiring travel, such action ren- 
ders it difficult for her to perform her 
duties satisfactorily. In some cases the 
treasurer has refused to pay bills for 
supplies ordered by the president, on the 
ground that they were not needed. Is it 
the province of the treasurer to pass 
upon what supplies are needed? She 
has no such authority. One constant 
source of difficulty has been the supplies 
ordered by Founders in forming new 
chapters. Since the National Executive 
Secretary has found it most difficult to 
collect such bills, she has asked (1) that 
the President approve all such orders, 
and (2) that the State Treasurer pay the 
bill and collect from each chapter for the 
supplies which it has received. In some 
cases, the State Treasurer has refused to 
pay such bills. Has the treasurer a right 
to refuse to pay a bill approved by the 
president? She has no such authority, 
so long as the’ funds required do not 
exceed the budget. In two instances, 
state treasurers, becoming offended with 
some members of the Executive Board, 
refused to draw checks upon the funds, 
so that the entire state organization was 
deprived of the use of its funds for a 
period of several months. This is one 
of the reasons why the Constitution 
was amended, so as to permit the ex- 
ecutive board to appoint the treasurer, 
and to dismiss her, for good cause. 

An executive board should look care- 
fully into the business of an organiza- 
tion, and should not hesitate to take 
action when any officer exceeds her 
authority, or when unfairness to indi- 
viduals seems evident. 

A further cause of discord has been 
the question as to whose expenses shall be 
paid to the various conventions. 

Again, the National Executive Board 
has declared definite policies to be fol- 
lowed, so far as the funds of an organi- 
zation may suffice. These policies are 
printed in the Handbook. (see the 1941 
Handbook, pp. 40-42) and, annually in 
the March issue of the Bulletin. (See 
the March Bulletin, 1941, pp. 6 and 7.) 


The trouble is that sometimes members 
and officers do not read the information 
available. No one has‘a right to expect 
any of her expenses to conventions to be 
paid, unless the funds of her organiza- 
tion are sufficient. But in case they do 
suffice, what then? M3 

To the National Convention it is, first 
the State President’s expenses that should

be paid, and this means the President 
who has served during the year, not a 
newly-elected officer. Second, the State 
Executive Secretary’s expenses should 
be paid. The Constitution makes her a 
member of the National Executive Board, 
equal in privileges at such meetings, 
with the President. If funds suffice, 
half the expenses of other state officers 
may be paid. It should be noted that 
such traveling expenses have always 
been entered upon the budget as Con- 


vention expenses. They are not a part of 
the traveling allowance allotted to state 
officers in the performance of their reg- 
ular duties. 

A chapter should send its president 
to the State Convention, and, if possi- 
ble, also to the National Convention. 
This expense should be entered in the 
chapter budget made each fall. If the 
funds do not suffice, the chapter should 
pay such part of these expenses as it 


can afford. 


When matters of these types are set- 
tled by a budget, and Nationally pre- 
scribed procedures are followed, such 
matters do not become personal, and 
hurt feelings and various types of dis- 
cord are avoided. 

Many new officers come in this year. 
The writer recommends to them, as well 
as those whose service is continued, a 
careful study of our prescribed budget 
procedures, and a fair attitude in dealing 
with such matters. 


HOW TO ORDER CHAPTER 
CHARTERS 


wre ‘orders chapter charters? 
They are ordered by the State 
President or by the Founder, who or- 
ganizes the chapter. 

From whom are chapter charters 
ordered ? 

They are ordered from Mr. Verlon 
Ferguson, No. 10, Monroe St., Charles- 
ton, Illinois. 

When are chapter charters ordered? 

The order should reach Mr. Ferguson 
at least ten days before the charter is 
needed. 

What information should be sent with 
the request for a charter? 

When a charter is ordered the Presi- 
dent or Founder should give the name of 
the chapter and state, the date and place 
of the chapter organization, the name 
and office of the organizer and a definite, 
legible address to which the charter 
should be sent. 

What is the cost of a charter and by 
whom is it paid? 

A chapter charter costs one dollar. 
The Executive Secretary sends a bill for 
the charter to the chapter president. The 
president approves the bill and sends it 
to the treasurer. The chapter treasurer 
sends the bill with her. check for one 
dollar to the National Treasurer. 

The State President or State Founder 
should not collect for the charter.

a desire to give efficient service, 
the Executive Secretary and Editor 
of the Bulletin is calling the attention of 
the above mentioned officers and mem- 
bers to certain matters that should be 
rectified. . 

Founders order materials for. organiz- 
ing chapters. Some of these materials 
are not free. The secretary sends bills 
to the Founders concerned. No reply 
is made. She sends the bills to the 
President. The President or the Treas- 
urer repudiates the bill. Hasn’t this gone 


on long enough? Here is the remedy 
proposed. 

The Founder who orders paid materials 
for a chapter, must first send her order 
to her own State President. The Presi- 
dent must approve the order before 
materials are sent. If such an order for 
materials comes to the office, not ap- 
proved by the State President, it will 
be sent to the State President for 
approval, before it is filled. 

Bills for all paid materials ordered 
for new chapters will be sent to the 
State President. The State Treasurer is 
expected to pay such bills and collect 
from the chapter for the paid materials 
it has had. 

This plan makes one agency responsi- 
ble for paid materials ordered for new 
chapters—the State officers, President 
and Treasurer. ; 

A second trouble lies in certain free 
materials. A State President or Founder 
orders 10 Rituals, 12 Founders’ Day 
Bulletins and 15 Handbooks for a new 
chapter. These are free one time, no 
more. They are sent. Then, several 
months, even a year later, the chapter 
asks for more. It states that the State 
President or Founder did not give the 
chapter all of its allowance of these 
bulletins. What became of them? 

Hereafter, when a new chapter makes 
such a claim, it will be required to send 
a statement from the State President 
or its Founder to the effect that she 
failed to give to the chapter its proper 
allowance of these bulletins. Then they 
will be sent. 

Each State President ought to pur- 
chase and give to each Founder who 
undertakes organization of a chapter, a 
copy of the 1941 Handbook. The State 
Treasury can pay for this. She ought to 
require the Founder to read and follow 
the instructions on pages 43-49 of the 
Handbook. Founders and State Presi- 
dents should instruct new chapter presi- 
dents to study the first eleven pages of 
the Handbook and find out where to get 
what they need. This would probably 
relieve the Executive Secretary of hav- 
ing to write three or four hundred un- 
necessary letters every year. And these 
officers would save their own time by 
finding out who is the right person to 
send them what they want. 

Then there are the lists of members 
and officers for publication in the Bulle- 
tin, to be sent in by the State President 


or the Founder who organizes the chap- 
ter. Do they attend to this? Most of 
them do not. They hand this job over 
to the new chapter president, who is 
too bewildered to know what is wanted. 
These lists either do not arrive until 
several requests for them have been 
made, or come in all types of forms. The 
State President or Founder should care- 
fully examine the form of the lists used 
in the Bulletin under Progress of Delta 
Kappa Gamma and send her new chapter 
list in this form. Why can’t she use this 
form and save our office the work of 
copying and correcting the list? 

Then there are the writers of news- 
letters. On pages 28-25 of the 1941 
Handbook are full directions about news- 
letters. Why can’t a chapter buy a 
Handbook for its writer of news-letters 
and sit over her while she reads these 
pages? Why does not the chapter presi- 
dent teach her the name of the chapter 
and its territory? Why doesn’t she get 
her a Bulletin and tell her to look at 
it and see how to head and to close her 
news letter? The heading and the con- 
clusion of a news letter are not places 
in which to be original. There is room 
for originality and individuality in the 
body of the letter. The editor loves to 
find them there. 

Here are a few more don’ts that will 
greatly help the editor, if observed. 

Don’t send letters and reports when 
Bulletin materials are due, which look 
like Bulletin letters, if you don’t want to 
pay for them in the Bulletin. If they are 
not for the Bulletin, mark them, Not for 
publication. 

Don’t send poems or other articles 
that have been published in books or other 
magazines. The Bulletin does not use 
previously published poems or articles. 

Don’t send articles and ask for their 
return. Keep a carbon copy. The office 
handles too much material to be sure it 
can return articles. 

Don’t send newspaper cuts or mats to 
be used in the Bulletin. As a rule these 
do not print well on Bulletin paper. 

If your chapter or state wants an 
article published about its own doll, its 
own prominent member, its own de- 
ceased member, don’t send the article 
and say “I hope you can use this in the 
Bulletin.” Send it and say, “Our chapter 
(or our State) wants this published and 
will pay for the space.”

Our year’s program includes, first of 
all, reports of the National Convention 
by members attending—Dr. Blanton, Dr. 
Martin, and Misses Lilia and Josephine 
Casis. Special events of the year will 
follow the usual pattern of a fall in- 
itiation, a scholarship tea in February, 
the celebration of Founders’ Day, and 
a lawn party in June. Added to this 
will be active participation in the Texas 
State Convention which meets in Austin 
in April. The other four meetings will 
be devoted to our National and State 
programs of work, including a special 
study of Austin’s pioneer women teach- 
ers, to be conducted under the auspices of 
the Publications Committee, and also an 
investigation of efforts that have been 
made to raise standards of admission 
to teacher-training courses in Educa- 
tional institutions. The topic, “The 
Teacher in the Community” will be dis- 
cussed. Further consideration will be 
given to pending legislation affecting 
teachers, the place of educational leader- 
ship in our international crisis, and prob- 
lems involved in securing equal oppor- 
tunities for women teachers. 

A check upon the activities and achieve- 
ments of our members reveals interesting 
and worthwhile accomplishments. Mrs. 
Margaret Kress was a member of a 
group of teachers that made a good will 
tour conducted by Miss Fletcher Ryan 
Wickham, also a Delta Kappa Gamma, 
to all of the capitals of the Central 
American countries, visited the schools 


in these places and established an Inter- 
American Summer University in San 
Jose, Costa Rica, on invitation from the 
President and Minister of Education of 
that country. Courses were given in 
English, American Literature, Library 
Science, and Physical Training by this 
group, and courses in Spanish Literature, 
International Relation, History of Costa 
Rica, Spanish conversation, etc., by 
Professors of the National University 
there. Eight of the teachers were from 
Texas, three from California, two from 
South Carolina, one each from Wash- 
ington and Pennsylvania. This insti- 
tution, having the full cooperation of 
the government, the University author- 
ities, and the people, is to be a permanent 
link in the chain of international con- 
tacts of the Americas with one another.

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In Memoriam 
Frank Webb Hill 


- THE sudden passing of Mr. Frank 
Webb Hill of Austin, Texas, on July 
7, Delta Kappa Gamma lost a loyal 
friend. His contact with this organiza- 
tion came through the fact of his kin- 
ship with Dr. Blanton, both as her 
brother-in-law and as her cousin. Yet 
his interest in the progress of this so- 
ciety was not merely a reflection of its 
Founder’s devotion; rather, it was based 
upon a recognition of the merits of the 
program it inaugurated. 


MARGARET REILLY

In his attitude towards the champion- 
ship of worthy causes, Mr. Hill followed 
a tradition set by his forebears. Asa 
Hill, prominent as a Texas pioneer and 
leader in the Texas Revolution, was 
Frank Hill’s grandfather. John C. C. 
Hill, the boy hero of the Mier Expedi- 
tion, was his uncle. His father, James 
Monroe Hill, fought for Texas Independ- 
ence at San Jacinto. 

_In keeping with such, a tradition, it 
seemed a matter of course that Mr. Hill 
should become, in civie life, a defender 


_ of the right and a supporter of meri- 


torious enterprises. Born on a plantation 
in Fayette County, Texas, during the 
Civil War, he first came to Austin in 
1888, entering the mercantile business. 
Later he became an extensive landowner 
and, with his gentle, charming wife and 
his son, Eugene, and daughter, Dorothy 
(now Mrs. R. B. Thrasher), he lived for 
many years at Del Valle, on the outskirts 
of Austin, in a gracious home surround- 
ed by moss-covered live-oak trees. Mov- 
ing back into Austin in 1932, Mr. Hill 
continued his active supervision of his 
farms and ranch up to the very day of 


his death. Though he never sought pub- 
lic office, he was given recognition as 
a party leader, working vigorously for 
good government and standing firmly 
for integrity and true democracy. It was 
natural, then, for him to lend his full 
support to those near to him who carried 
the responsibility for the progress of 
Delta Kappa Gamma through its forma- 
tive years. 

The most fangible evidence of his 
goodwill towards this society is, per- 
haps, the gracious act of joining his 
wife, Mrs. May Blanton Hill, in the gift 
of a camp-site on the Colorado River to 
Alpha Chapter. His sympathy with the 
ideals of Delta Kappa Gamma, constant- 
ly but unobtrusively expressed, has been 
a continuous source of satisfaction to 
those who knew him, and will remain 
so, now that he is gone. His was a well- 
rounded, noble life which leaves the 
memory of a vigorous, manly, yet gen- 
tle personality and the inspiration gained 
from having known a real patriot in an 
era when unselfish civic service is all 
too rare.

In Memoriam 
Lula Lee Hines 


ON July 14, Nu Chapter of San Marcos, 
Texas, lost one of its most loved and 
honored members—Lula Lee Hines. 

Miss Hines was born in Birmingham, 
Alabama, and moved at an early age to 
Texas, when her father, a Methodist 
minister, was transferred to the Texas 
Conference. The Hines family became 
residents of Weatherford, Parker coun- 
ty, and it was here she received her early 
education. After her public school edu- 
cation, she went to Huntsville State 
Normal School, from which she was 
graduated. At later periods in her life 
she did special work in the University of 
Texas, the University of Chicago, Chau- 
tauqua, New York, and Columbia Uni- 
versity in New York. 

Her teaching experience was rich and 
faithful: most of her public school work 


covering twenty years was done in Dal- 
las. When the Southwest Texas State 
Normal opened its doors in 1903, with 
the late T. G. Harris as President, Miss 
Hines became head of the Physical Ed- 
ucation Department and instructor in 
Speech. In Southwest Texas Normal, 
now the Southwest Texas State Teachers 
College, she spent thirty years of service: 
rounding out fifty years of teaching,— 
years that have blessed alike the primary 
child, the unstable adolescent, and the 
ambitious college man and woman. In 
Southwest Texas Teachers College her 
range of opportunities and her direction 
and influence encompassed thousands. 
Out of the fullness of her heart and the 
ripeness of her wisdom, she set their 
minds at ease and their feet upon paths 
of accomplishment. She knew the value 


‘ of long hours and hard work both for 


herself and her aspiring students, and 
gave to her institution, her community, 
and the State of Texas, freely of her 
God-given and self-improved talents. 

It is impossible to measure the results 
of her life’s work. The thousands who 
came under the sway of her loving and 
forceful personality will go through their 
entire lives remembering her as a living 
example of magnificent courage and in- 
comparable judgment. Her last ten 
years were years of ill health and suffer- 
ing which she lived as she had her pre- 
vious life—bravely.

M’ss Clara Verner, twice President of 
Beta Chapter, Tuscaloosa, Alabama, 
and principal of Tuscaloosa Senior High 
School, was honored by her fellow citi- 
zens, last May, when she was awarded 
the 1941 Civitan Plaque, presented an- 
nually to an outstanding citizen of the 
community. The Civitan Club presented 
its first plaque to a community leader 
in 1932, and the award has been an an- 
nual occasion since then. Miss Verner 
is the first woman ever to be chosen to 
be honored in this manner. 

Nominated for the award by the fac- 
ulty of the school she leads as principal, 
many of Miss Verner’s services to her 
community are mentioned in the letter 
of nomination, some paragraphs from 
which follow: 

“Mr. Bruce McEachin, Chairman, 

Civitan Citizenship Award Committee, 

Tuscaloosa, Alabama. 
Dear Mr. McEachin: 

“In the goodly fellowship of those who 
teach and those who learn, there is no 
name more suitable to lead the list than 
that of Miss Clara L. Verner, Principal 
of Tuscaloosa Senior High School. With 
the older of her fellow citizens she has 
dreamed dreams, and with the boys and 
girls whose leader she is, she has seen 
visions—dreams and visions of ways in 
which life might become richer and fuller 
and more valuable for these girls and 
boys, and, through them, for the whole 
of our commonwealth. 

“But dreams and visions are intangi- 
ble things whose essence is hope; they 
must be accompanied by deeds if they 
are to enrich the life of a community. 
Because Miss Clara Verner is a doer, 
as well as a dreamer, and because, 
through her deeds she has helped to bring 
to fruition the dreams and visions of all 
those who believe that in our youth lies 
the hope of the future—because of these 
things, we wish to nominate her as a 
citizen of our community most worthy 
to receive the 1941 Civitan Citizenship 
Award. 

“In conclusion, let us say that we feel 
that the influence of Miss Verner upon 
the life of this community is great; 
that she has by precept and example 
helped hundreds of boys and girls to 
grow into adults who, with her, love 
the good life, who treasure their priv- 
ileges and responsibilities as Americans 
and Alabamians, who accept the chal- 
lenge to live at peace with their own 
best selves and to be their brothers’ 
keepers.

These were large and 
small, gentle and fierce, each with a 
story that made it particularly interest- 
ing. 

Miss Verna Wulfekammer, Assistant 
Professor of Applied Arts, University of 
Missouri, discussed hobbies in general 
and crafts and other creative activities 
in particular, emphasizing the satisfac- 
tion which accompanies putting one’s 
self into an occupation and stimulating 
interests which safeguard against an 
empty, nothing-to-do old age. She ex- 
hibited samples of her own craft work 
in pottery, basketry, wood-carving, weav- 
ing, and discussed interesting experi- 
ences in flower arrangements, both in 
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using cut flowers and in planning for 
effects in garden planting. 


Miss Ella Victoria Dobbs demonstrated 
the weaving process on a simply con- 
structed home-made loom, made from a 
goods box, a broom stick, a few odd 
scraps of lumber, and a discarded pic- 
ture frame. She also exhibited various 
samples of hand weaving and explained 
the infinite variety of designs possible 
even with simple equipment, elementary 
knowledge, and small expense. 


Dame Nature provided a grand accom- 
plishment to the program which was 
begun around the supper tables in the 
yard. A thunder storm was gathering 
and the sky presented a wonderful pan- 
orama of marching clouds in the east 
and a glorious sunset in the west, with a 
beautiful foreground of Missouri’s green 
hills and fields. The first drops of rain 
caused adjournment to the ample porch 
after the first number, and a second ad- 
journment into the house for the last 
number. 


The first meeting of the fall was held 
in the Tiger Hotel, Columbia, Saturday, 
Sept. 27, 1941. The meeting was called 
to order by the President, who an- 
nounced the committees for the year. 
Various plans for the year were dis- 
cussed. The program consisted of an 
excellent review of the book, “From 
Many Lands,” by Lovis Adamic, the re- 
viewer being Miss Roberta Howell of 
Columbia High School. Mr. Adamic, 
who is a native of Jugoslavia, came to 
America in his boyhood and served in 
the World War. In due time he became 
a naturalized citizen and a most ardent 
enthusiast concerning the future possi- 
bilities of American democracy.

“From Many 
Lands” is full of human interest stories 
of present day people.

In Memoriam 


Eva Corlett 
Tribute from Gamma Chapter, 
Joplin 


N August 17, 1941, Miss Eva Corlett, 
active in the teaching profession for 
forty-six years, died after a brief ill- 
ness. She had been spending the sum- 
mer ir Hollywood, California, with her 
sister, her only near relative. 

She became ill in July, and on July 18 
underwent an operation. Her condition 
did not improve, and on August 14, she 
underwent a second operation, from 
which she did not rally. 

Miss Corlett was born in Fort Wayne, 
Indiana. When a little girl, she went 
to live with an aunt and uncle who lived 
in Kansas City, Missouri. Here she re- 
ceived her elementary education. During 
this time, her parents had located in 
Joplin, Missouri, and she too came to 
Joplin and entered the Joplin High 
School. After having been graduated 
from high school, she attended the Kirks- 
ville Teachers’ College, Kirksville, Mis- 
souri. In telling of her arrival there, 
she would state proudly, “and Presi- 
dent John R. Kirk met me at the train.” 
She studied at the University of South- 
ern California, the University of Cali- 
fornia, and Columbia University, New 
York. She took special work under Dr. 
William Lyon Phelps and Richard Bur- 
ton of the Drama League of America. 
She decided to assemble her credits and 
to establish residence at the Kansas 
State Teachers’ College, Pittsburg, Kan- 
sas. This enabled her to receive her 
degree of B. S. in 1921. 


In the summers of 1928 and 1926, she 
went abroad. The latter trip was much 
more extensive than the first. She loved 
to travel, and each summer found her 
touring her own America, 

Miss Corlett’s entire teaching career 
was spent in her adopted home, Joplin. 
She began as a classroom teacher, but 
it was not long before her superior abil- 
ity was recognized and she was made 
an elementary principal. She served as 
principal of three elementary schools. 
She was principal of the West Central 
School for the past ten years. She was 
recognized for her superior leadership, 
her wise direction of her teachers, and 
her sound knowledge of educational val- 
ues. She was one of Joplin’s most highly 
respected and beloved principals. 

She was a woman who commanded re- 
spect and attention, the moment one 
saw her. Miss Corlett’s clear-cut beauti- 
ful features, her snow white hair, her 
dignified bearing and her gentle man- 
ners bespoke the beautiful spirit of the 
highborn lady. Her attention to per- 
sonal appearance and her interest in af- 
fairs of the day made her seem a woman 


‘who would never grow old. 


Miss Corlett was a member of the 
Community Church, the National Educa- 
tion Association, the American Associa- 
tion for Childhood Education, and was 
a charter member of Gamma Chapter of 
Missouri. She was a life member of 
the latter and devoted to its interests. 
She would have attended the National 
Convention in Minneapolis, if death had 
not called her to the convention of im- 
mortal souls. 

For the loss that her death brings to 
the teaching profession and for the loss 
of an admired friend and loyal Delta 
Kappa Gamma member, this chapter 
views with deep sorrow the second blank 
in the Charter membership roll.

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Mrs. Crosby Adams 


yen Gamma Chapter of North Caro- 
lina is justly proud of its honorary 
member, Mrs. Crosby Adams, who be- 
came a member the second year this 
chapter was organized. Mrs. Adams is 
a highly distinguished author, composer, 
teacher, and lecturer in the field of 
music. 

Mrs. Crosby pen (Juliette Aurelia 
Graves) was born at Niagara Falls, New 
York, March 25, 1858, and there she 
spent her early life. She studied with 
teachers in Niagara Falls, and other cities 
of New York. Before she was seven 
years old, she had begun studying piano, 
and by the time she was fourteen she 
was teaching piano and playing the 
organ in her home town. Two years later 
in Rochester, New York, she began ad- 
vanced work in piano under Mrs. C. S. 
P. Cary and ensemble lessons under 
Henri Appy. At twenty-one she began 
teaching in Ingram University in LeRoy, 
New. York, working under the musical 
guidance of Claude Crittenden, who had 
been a pupil of Liszt. She left the Uni- 
versity in 1883, when she married Mr. 
Crosby Adams, a well known conductor 
and musical educator, and they moved 
to Buffalo, where Mrs. Adams became 
a successful teacher of piano, a capable 
organist, and a concert pianist. 

Then four years were spent in Kansas 
City, Missouri, which sojourn was rich 
in accomplishments. Her _ successful 
piano teaching, her ability as an organ- 
ist, and her talent as a composer won 
her a place of honor. 

In 1892 Mr. and Mrs. Adams organized 


and directed the Crosby Adams School 
of Music in Chicago. Their classes in 
public school music had the distinc- 
tion of being the first two-year course 
in public school music ever taught in 
America. 

Wherever Modern Musical Education 
is discussed, the name of Mrs. Crosby 
Adams emerges as that of a musical 
pioneer. Mrs. Adams had sensible ideas 
upon which the musical ideas of :today 
are based. After a long and busy career, 
marked by high principles of usefulness, 
and devotion to her artistic ideals, Mrs. 
Adams still maintains all her youthful 
interests; especially her contacts with 
the young, and her training of teachers 
who plan to specialize with youthful 
students. Although Mrs. Adams’ special 
field is creating music for children, her 
compositions cover a wide range. 

The publication of Mrs. Adams’ first 
musical compositions, the Opus I, Five 
Tone-Sketches in 1896 was followed by 
many others. Since that date the history 
of Mrs. Adams’ career is closely linked 
with the Clayton F. Summy Company, 
her publishers. 

After twenty-one years of active 
teaching and creative work in Chicago, 
Mr. and Mrs. Adams came to Montreat, 
North Carolina in 1913, and soon built 
and were established in the picturesque 
House-in-the-Woods, living among the 
beauties of nature which they so love, 
removed from the hustle and bustle of 
the city; but the world which they left 
behind found its way into their snug 
retreat. Here their career has continued 
to this day, many teachers making an- 
nual pilgrimages in search of the re- 
newed energy and enthusiasm gained 
from these inspirational contacts, and 
many celebrities have beaten a_ well- 
worn path to their cottage. 

Especially well known-are Mrs. Adams’ 
music text books for pupils and teachers. 
Throughout her life she has crusaded 
for a better type of music for the 
churches of America and for the appre- 
ciation, especially among children and 
young people, for the great classics in 
sacred music. In addition to her musical 
interests, Mrs. Adams has been a rever- 
ent student. She has appropriated all 
her advantages, cultivated her taste for 
all the arts, responded to natural beau- 
ties, to human relationships, to poetry, 
to prose, to painting: prizing and treas- 
uring above all the greater riches of 
the mind and spirit. 

One of the Detroit papers of 1930, 
recounting the meetings of the Music 
Teachers’ National Association said: 
“Few people here are cognizant of the 
acclaim with which Mrs. Adams is hailed 
wherever she goes as one of: the out- 
standing musicians and teachers of 
America and Europe.” 

Mrs. Adams is a member of: The Na- 
tional Association of American -Com- 
posers and Conductors, Incorporated, 
New York City; The Friends of Music, 
Washington, D. C.; The Hymn Society, 
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New York City; The Montreat, North 
Carolina. Business and _ Professional 
Women’s Club; The Montreat Federated 
Women’s Club; Life Member of the 
National Federation of Music Clubs, 
conferred at the Biennial Meeting in 
Asheville, North Carolina, in 1923. She 
was Founder and First President of the 
Asheville Branch of the National League 
of American Pen-Women, and is still 
Branch President. She was President of 
the Saturday Music Club, Asheville, 
North Carolina, 1938-19389. 

Mrs. Adams was honored by Converse 
College, Spartanburg, South Carolina, in 
May, 1932, when it conferred upon 
her the Degree of Doctor of Music; 
Honorary Life Membership in the Music 
Teachers’ National Association, was 
conferred upon her in Chicago in 1936; of 
this she has now been a member for 
sixty-one years. She is also a member 
of the Executive Board of that organiza- 
.tion. Mrs. Adams is an Honorary Mem- 

_ ber of the Music Club, Chicago, Illinois: 
Honorary Member of Mu Phi Epsilon 
(Delta Chapter), Detroit. An honorary 
membership has been bestowed upon her 
in a number of other clubs: the Satur- 
day Music Club, Wednesday Morning 
Musicale, Friday Book Club, Business 
and Professional Women’s Club, and 
Delta Kappa Gamma Society, (Gamma 
Chapter), all of Asheville, North Caro- 
lina, 

Her adopted State, North Carolina, 
has paid respect to her in many ways. 
The North Carolina Federation of Wom- 
en’s Clubs voted Mrs. Adams the out- 
standing woman musician in 1926, which 
meant that her name would be presented 
at the Sesqui-Centennial Exposition in 
Philadelphia as the woman musician who 
had done most for the progress of music 
in North Carolina. In 1934, Salem Col- 
lege, Winston-Salem, North Carolina 
recognized her in its Year Book as one 
of the four outstanding women in North 
Carolina. 

On September 18th, 1933, Mr. and 
Mrs. Adams had the great joy of cele- 
brating their Golden Wedding. Count- 
less messages, tributes, and tokens from 
friends far and near poured in upon 
them. In speaking of this anniversary, 
Mrs. Adams said, “I owe to Mr. Adams 
much of the inspiration of both teaching 
and composing. It is exceedingly helpful 
to persons to have some one believe in 
them and encourage them in their en- 
deavors.” ¢ 

Today visitors and friends at Mon- 
treat deem it a rare privilege to enjoy 
-association with this charming and re- 
nowned couple. The world pays tribute, 
the Nation pays tribute, and the South 
pays tribute to this beloved composer.

Beta Chapter 
Dr. J. Rose Colby 
In Memoriam 


OX May 11, 1941, Dr. J. Rose Colby, 
Professor Emerita of Literature at 
the Illinois State Normal . University, 
Normal, Illinois, passed away. Had she 
lived until June she would have been 
eighty-five years of age. Throughout all 
these years, her tiny frail body had 
housed an indomitable spirit, which had 
spurned defeat from physical limitations. 
She met both life and death as one great 
adventure. 

Miss Colby was.my Dean of Women, 
my teacher, ever my inspiration. What 
she was to me she was to hundreds of 
other students who were privileged to 
have been in her classes. 

She was a great teacher. Her brilliant, 
analytical, mind which reached conclu- 
sions independently and unafraid, chal- 
lenged her students to follow the truth 
as they saw it. One of her greatest am- 
bitions was to stimulate their independ- 
ent thinking, even if they disagreed with 
her point of view. 

Michigan University opened its doors 
to women in 1870. At once Miss Colby’s 
valiant mother decreed that her daughter 
should take advantage of this oppor- 
tunity. Four years later she became a 
student there. Years of happy, fruitful 
study followed. She received her A. B. 
degree from Michigan University in 
1878; her Master of Arts degree in 1885; 
and her Ph. D. degree in 1886; one of the 
first women to be awarded a doctorate 
by that University. 

She was a member of Phi Beta Kappa, 
an early and always helpful member of 
the American Association of University 
Women, and a little over a year ago, 
was given honorary membership in Beta 
Chapter of Illinois’ Delta Kappa Gamma. 

Miss Colby was author and writer as 
well as teacher. She published “Some 


Ethical Aspects of Later Elizabethan 
Tragedy,” 1886; a teaching edition of 
“Silas Marner,” 1900; “Literature and 
Life in School”, 1906; a teaching edition 
of “Quentin Durward”, 1912. She was a 
frequent contributor to magazines on 
literary and social subjects, and also 
lectured widely in the same fields. 

After a rich teaching experience in 
High Schools of Michigan and Illinois, 
in’ 1892 she came to the campus of 
Illinois State Normal University as pre- 
ceptress and professor of literature. Aft- 
er forty years of brilliant work, she 
retired in 1931 to pursue independently 
the study of her beloved Greek and Latin. 

Miss Colby loved life, ail of life, nature 
in all its aspects, human life in its 
humblest and noblest. forms. The trail- 
ing arbutus of earliest spring, the bril- 
liant leaves of autumn, the lacy tracery 
of trees in winter, the purple of fallow 
ground, the song of bird, the velvety 
softness of a baby’s foot, all found echo 
in her responsive nature. 

One of her outstanding characteristics 
was her uncompromising belief in the 
equality of men and women. Often mis- 
understood, sometimes derided, she de- 
manded that women should, like men, be 
judged by their ability and their accom- 
plishments and be given due recognition 
with no thought of sex. As one of her 
colleagues said of her, “In Miss Colby’s 
efforts in behalf of women she always 
labored for them as human beings—as 
half of the human race whose progress 
conditions and is conditioned by the prog- 
ress of the other half.” 

This brave forthright personality now 
belongs to the ages, to all who have 
faith in the ultimate victory of the 
human spirit.

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Progress of Delta Kappa Gamma 


NDER this heading, the Bulletin pub- 

lishes, free of charges for space, ad- 
dresses of members in newly organized 
states, of members of new chapters, and 
of new pledges in unorganized states. 
Such lists should follow the forms used 
in these columns. State Presidents 
should include in their regular state 
messages, the addresses of new state 
members and state honorary members. 
Chapters should include in their news 
letters the addresses of new chapter 
members. 


A summary of states, chapters, and 
members appears in the Report of the 
Executive Secretary, page ... of this 
issue of the Bulletin. 


The ability of the Delta Kappa Gam- 
ma society, as a whole, to accomplish 
fully the purposes for which it stands, 
depends, to a large extent, upon ex- 
pansion in each state, to the limits of 
the quota of membership in each state. 

It is not sufficient for a member to 
be happy and satisfied in her own mem- 
bership. One of the important duties of 
each member is to aid in extending 
membership to other well qualified 
teachers whose character and whose ac- 
complishments show them to be de- 
sirable for membership, though they are 
at present deprived of the privileges of 
membership through the indifference and 
the inertia of some of those now entitled 
to wear the Delta Kappa Gamma key. 


Our slogan for 1941-42, “an organiza- 
tion in every state and a twenty-five per 
cent increase in membership in every 
state not having its full quota,” is one 
that can be realized, in spite of war 
conditions, with the help of active and 
interested members. 

Read Section 8, Article V, of the Con- 
stitution. “It shall be the policy of the 
Delta Kappa Gamma Society to fill chap- 
ter quotas and to organize states as 
rapidly as well qualified members and 
State Founders can be secured. . There- 
fore when any territory has been as- 
signed to a chapter or to an organizing 
officer, if additions to the membership 
cease for six months or more before 
the chapter quota is filled or before 
the state organization is effected, the 
National organization may direct others 
to continue the work and secure the de- 
sired additions.” 

Section 6 of the same Article directs 
each chapter to hold two initiations per 
year until its quota is filled. A chapter 
is authorized, in addition, to have two 
new honorary members each year, and 
a total of associate members equal to 
twenty per cent of its total of active 
members. 


It is not difficult to find both-chapters 
and. states in which but little progress 
has been made over a period of a year 
or more. While it is not true that Delta 
Kappa Gamma can get any member 
whom it desires to have, it is a fact 
that there are, in all of the states, a 
large number of capable, prominent 
teachers, of fine character who, if in- 
vited, would be glad to accept an in- 
vitation to join our sorority. 

The Report of the Membership Com- 
mittee (pages 34-35, of this issue) offers 
helpful suggestions to all interested in 
expanding our membership. 

In the chapters, it is the President 
who should take the lead in chapter ex- 
pansion. If the chapter is at a stand- 
still, this is usually largely due to her 
neglect to urge upon members the duty 
of filling the chapter quota. 

In a state, the formation of new chap- 
ters is a responsibility of the State 
President, the State Founders, and the 
State Executive Secretary, if there be 
one. It is the duty ofthese officers to 
map out the state, indicating the ter- 
ritory of the chapters to be formed. It 
is systematic, not haphazard, organiza- 
tion that counts. 

Has the President, or the Executive 
Board, authority to restrict a founder 
in the work of organization? The ter- 
ritory of each chapter must be approved 
by the President. The assignment of a 
Founder to a particular territory for 
organization work, must be approved 
by the President. But if no one else has 
been given the territory for organiza- 
tion in which a Founder desires to work, 
the President has no authority to with- 
hold her approval. The approval of a 
President is required only to avoid con- 
fusion—to prevent the appropriation of 
the same organizing territory by two 
or more. founders. There is, however, 
one exception in such a case: If a Found- 
er, in her work of organization, is vio- 
lating the provisions of the Constitution 
—if she is offering membership to those 
not qualified under the Constitution, or 
if she fails to obtain the approval by 
at least three members of the State 
Membership Committee of all prospec- 
tive members, before issuing invitations 
to these members, then her work may be 
stopped by the general authority- con- 
ferred upon both the President and the 
Executive Board, to direct the work of 
the organization. 


In addition to progress in numbers, 
other types of progress are important 
to Delta Kappa Gamma. Some of these 
are progress in learning one’s duties as 
a member or as an officer. This is ac- 
complished largely through study of the 


Constitution, the Handbook, and the Bul- 
letin. Another is progress in National 
spirit and in cooperation. This is ac- 
complished (1) by real work for our 
common purposes; (2) by familiarity 
with the entire organization, gained 
largely through regular reading of the 
Bulletin, and through attendance at re- 
gional meetings, state conventions, and 
National conventions; (3) by forming the 
habit of studying every question con- 
nected with Delta Kappa Gamma poli- 
cies or procedures from the standpoint, 
not of one’s personal preferences, or 
chapter welfare, but from the viewpoint 
of what is best for the entire organiza- 
tion of Delta Kappa Gamma. Another 
is progress in acquiring the property 
and paraphernalia needed in carrying on 
effective work. Another is progress in 
the desirable publicity which makes our 
organization known in educational, civic, 
and social circles and builds up its pres- 
tige. Another is progress in willingness 
to make sacrifices for Delta Kappa Gam- 
ma purposes and an unwillingness to 
make our Delta Kappa Gamma work 
secondary to that of other organizations 
with which we are affiliated. Another is 
progress in making constructive pro- 
grams of work and social enjoyment, 
in conformity with those prescribed by 
both state and national organizations, 
and in carrying out these programs 
with regularity and enthusiasm. This 
is another way of advancing in Delta 
Kappa Gamma spirit. And another is 
growth in patience; growth in the reali- 
zation that the purposes for which we 
stand cannot be accomplished in a month 
or a year; but that steady efforts ex- 
tended over a long period of years will, 
in time, be crowned with marked suc- 
cess. 


Let us, this year, measure the growth 
of each unit of Delta Kappa Gamma in 
all of these types of progress. 


The Editor of the Bulletin desires to 
say to both State and Chapter Com- 
mittees on Progress of Delta Kappa 
Gamma, that she lacks time to compile 
for individual committees reports of 
progress at frequent intervals. She will, 
in each issue of the Bulletin, give all 
the figures as to the number of states, 
chapters, and members, that she has 
been able to compile. Please do not 
make requests for reports at more fre- 
quent intervals, and. do not again re- 
quest the editor to look through issues of 
the Bulletin for several years and make 
special compilations for some of your 
programs. Why not do that for your- 
self? The editor would gladly help you, 
but she lacks time to grant the many re- 
quests of this type which she receives.
